SCHLATTER’S OUTING, 


EN ROUTE TO SANTA FE FOL- 
LOWED BY A MULTITUDE. 


He is Urged ta Proleng His Atay in 
Valicy, but Says His Time 
is mot His Own—Drinks Wine, 
bat Refuses Milk and Lunch. 


(BY TELEGRAPH TO THE TOIEY 

SANTA FE (N. M.,) Dec. 14.—(Spe- 
cial Dispatch.) Francis Schlatter, the 
“healer,” is expected here tomorrow. 
Last night he was in the village of 
Santa Cruz, three miles morth of here. 
On Wednesday he passed through Taos 
Valley, coming over the range from 
Elizabethtown. A letter from Taos 
says that Mrs. Alexander Cusdorf, who 
knows the “healer,” had a half-hour’s 
conversation with him. She used both 
the English and German languages, 
and urged him to prolong his stay in 
Taos Valley, pointing out the good he 
could do among the poor people in cur- 
ing their ills, but he said his time was 
really not his own. He traveled un- 
der the guidance and direction of “the 
Father,” and must press on to the end 
of the journey. 

He declined to reveal his plans, 
either of the present or immediate 
future. Two ladies carried lunch to 
Schlatter, a bottle filled with milk and 
one filled with wine. He accepted the 
latter, but declined the milk and lunch, 
saying the wine would give him 
oe to travel, but he needed no 


_ “I frequently go four or five days 
without food,” he said, “and when I 
need it the ‘Father’ will provide for 
me. 

Much attention was shown to Schlat- 
ter on the trip through Taos Valley. 
Hundreds of all sorts of vehicies and 
people on horseback and on foot fol- 
lowed him for twenty miles along the 
road. All this time the “healer” was 
blessing handkerchiefs as he rode 
slowly toward the Rio Grande at Em- 
budo. Since it became known that 
Schlatter was nearing Santa Fe it has

KOREAN EVACUATION. 


‘No Official Knowledge of a Demand 
by the Powers. 

(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT ) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—The report 
that the European powers had united 
in a demand on Japan for the evacua- 
tion of Korea is regarded at the Jap- 
anese Legation here as a renewal of the 
unfounded rumors current some time 
ego. It is stated by officials that 
Japan’s evacuation of the Liao Tung 
Peninsula is already accomplished. 
This was begun as soon as China paid 
the indemnity, some weeks ago. At 
that time Minister Kurino of Japan 
made an official statement to the effect 
that the withdrawal would be followed 
by a general evacuation of the Jap- 
anese forces in Korea, except so far as 
they . would be required to protect 
Japan's interests. 

‘Minister Kurino expressly disavowed 
a purpose on the part of Japan to 
establish a protectorate over Korea. It 
is said at the legaticn here that these 
conditions remain unchanged, and that 
the withdrawal of troops is proceeding 
as fast as practicable. Under these cir- 
cumstances the report of another de- 
mand by the powers is not credited by 
the officials.

to get his family out of the city. The

Unfortunately, other rich people in 
the city had got wind of the treasurer’s 
intention, and the party was followed 
by 1000 more refugees on horseback 
and on foot. The noise made by so 
large a company attracted the atten- 
tion of the besiegers, and they had not 
gone two miles from the city walls 
when a body of 1500 Mohammedan 
horsemen swooped down upon them, 
kililng a large number and scattering 
the rest. When there was daylight 
enough to distinguish objects, the ser- 
vant who brought the news to Peking 
found himself the only one of his party, 
in company with several other refugees 
who had also-lost their families. On 
the day following this attempt at an 
escape Lanchou was taken by the 
rebels. 


NEGROES’ RIGHTS. 


Atkinson Addresses the Con- 
gress on Africa at Atlanta. 

(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

ATLANTA (Ga.,) Dec. 14.—Gov. At- 
kinson, in his address before the Con- 
gress on Africa, said, referring to the 
interest of the negroes in the conver- 
sion and salvation of the Dark Con- 
tinent, that it remained for each to de- 
cide for himself whether he would go 
or remain here. “You are free citi- 
zens of this republic. If you care to 
stay the choice is yours; if you think 
best to cast your lot among the people 
of your old country, no one may say 
you nay. As long as I have a voice in 
the affairs of Georgia I shall do my ut- 
most to see that the colored man has 
his rights.”’

Mra. Stillwell’s Friend and a Tele-

ST. LOUIS, Dec. 14.—A. special to the 
Post Dispatch from Bowling Green, 
Mo® says that there was a feeling of 
suppressed excitement in the Hearne 
trial this morning when it became 
known that Mrs. Hayward was to go 
on the stand. It was she who changed 
the belief of Dick Stillwell in the in- 
nocence of the Hearnes and more than 
any one else was expected by the State 
to show the relations existing be- 
tween the two defendants prior to the 
murder of Amos J. Stillwell. 

Mrs. Hayward, who was the first wit- 
ness on the stand, said she had known 
Mrs. Stillwell very well and often vis- 
ited her. One day in June, before the 
murder, when the witness was visiting 
in Hannibal she went to Dr. Hearne’s 
office about 10 o’alock. She entered the 
front office. No one was there. She 
went to a room in the rear and tried 
the door. It was locked. She went 
across the street to the park and sat 
down. Two hours later she saw Dr. 
Hearne come to the door and look up 
and down the street. Then Mrs. Still- 
well came out and passed up the street. 
The witness accused her of having been 
at Dr. Hearne’s. Mrs. Stillwell admitted 
it. Mrs. Stillwell told her guest that 
she was unhappy on accdunt of her re- 
lations with Dr. Hearne and would 
gladly break them off. She said she 
could see only trouble ahead, but Dr. 
Hearne had such influence over her 
that she did not seem io be able to 
break away from him. 

“She asked me,’ continued the witness, “‘if 
I would go to Dr. Hearne and ask him to have 
no more to do with her, saying that if he 
would give her up she would give him wp.

COLUMBUS, Dec. 14—With simple 
and yet most solemn and impressive cer- 
emonies, all that was mortal of Allen G. 
Thurman, jurist, statesman and beloved 
citizen, was consigned to mother earth. 
The entire eity felt the loss and all 
joined with the bereaved family in their 
grief. It was the desire of the Jeceased 
that there should be but the simplest 
exercises when the end came, and in ac- 
cordance with this desire the arrange- 
ments for the sad ceremony of today 
were made. Two years ago, when the 
wife of the venerable statesman was 
laid to rest, Rev. J. L. Grover con- 
ducted the services, and so impressed 
was Judge Thurman that he secured 
from the minister a promise that, if 
fate should permit, the same services 
should be repeated over his remains. 

The funeral was held at the Thur- 
man residence, at the corner of Rich 
street and Washington avenue, at 10 
o’clock this morning, and even before 
the appointed hour the house Was .sur- 
rounded with sorrowing friends, who 
were gathered to pay the last tribute to 
the memory of the beloved dead. There 
mingled together were the State orfi- 
clals and the private citizens, the sub- 
stantial business men and the mechan- 
ics from the humbler walks of life, all 
come to testify to their appreciation of 
the sterling qualities and high charac- 
ter of the deceased. With bedimmed 
eyes, they stood exposed to the wintry 
blasts, only a small portion of the num- 
ber being able to gain access to the 
house, awaiting the time when they 
should be permiitted to file through and 
take a last. look at him whom they had 
all loved. — 

The Thurman Club, named for the 
“Old Roman,” and in whose affairs the 
dead Senator took the greatest inter- 
est durthg his lifetime, met at their 
éelubrooms and marched in a body to 
the house. Gov. McKinley and the 
State officials met in accordance with 
& prearranged plan, and together pro- 
eeeded to. the residence, as did also 
the city officials headed by Mayor Al- 
len. The postmaster, acting under 
special permission from Washington, 
had close@i the office, and all the em- 
ployees, as well as the other govern- 
ment officials in the city, attended. In 
addition to these, were numerous priv- 
ate citizens from every walk of life, 
making an immense concourse. 
ably at no time has there been a more 
notable gathering in the city of Colum- 
bus on such an occasion. 

The members of the family, the Gov- 
erfior and party, and such of the 
friends as could accommodated 
were admitted to the house previous to 
the beginning of the services, and then 
the doors were closed until the brief 
exercises were concluded. Rev. J. L. 
Grover, who conducted the obsequies, 
was a life-long friend of the ex-Sen- 
ator, and is himself bowed under the 
weight of years, having passed his 
eighty-ninth milestone in life’s jour- 
ney, and his white head shook. and his 
voice trembled’ as he preceeded

.|| Psalm, and followed it by a brief prayer. 


The services were the most simple 
in character, there being no music, and 
consisted of the reading of the Episco- 
pal burial service found in I Corin- 
thians, xv, 20. Following this Rev. Mr. 
Grover recited the Lord’s Prayer, and 
then pronounced the benediction. There

remains were in a plain but ele- 
gant black casket, and rested in the 
archway between the parlor and hall. 
The features were very life-like, the 
end having come without the ravages 
of disease, and there was a calm and 
peaceful look on the face, On the lid 
was a plain silver plate bearing the 
inscription: 

ALLEN GRANBERY THURMAN, 

Born November 13, 1813, 
Died December 12, 1895. 

For two hours after the services had 
been concluded a steady stream of peo- 
ple passed through the residence 
ing the remains, There were b e 
floral designs. On the casket were 
palm leaves, holly and floral designs, 
the utmost simplicity being observed. 

Having consented, under pressure, to 
share their grief with the public dur- 
ing the morning, the family was left 
alone with their dead after the remains 
tad been viewed. During the after- 
noon the immediate members of the 
family of the deceased accompanied the 
remains to Greenlawn Cemetery, west 
of the city, where the body was con- 
signed to the grave. The services here 
were even more simple than those at 
the house, consisting only of aprayer as 
the body was lowered to its last rest- 
ing place, Rev. E. L. Rexford of the 


‘First Universalist Church being .the 


officiating minister. 

The pall-bearers were mostly grand- 
sons and near descéndants of the Judge 
and were as follows: Allen G. Thur- 
man, Jr., and Albert Lee Thurman, 
grandsons; G. W. and Wynne Jordan 
of Urbana, grandsons of the late Mrs. 
Thurman; McEldin Dunn of Bellefon- 
taine and John N. Dunn of Columbus, 
nephew, and Joseph Matthews, the 
faithful colored body-servant who had 
been with the Judge during all of his 
siege of illness. 

The deceased now rests beside the 
body of his wife.

MISS CULVER’S GIFT. 


A Million Dollars for the University 
of Chicago. 

(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

CHICAGO, Dec. 14.—Miss Helen Cul- 
ver of this city has given $1,000,000 to 
the University of Chicago, the entire 
gift to be devoted to the increase ane 
spread of knowledge within the field of 
the biological sciences. In defining the 
uses to which the money may be put, 
Miss Culver said: 

“J mean that the gift shall develop 
the work now devoted in the several 
biological departments of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago by the expansion of 
their present resources; that it shall be 
applied in part to an inland experimen- 
tal station and to a marine biological 
laboratory. ‘A portion of the instruc- 
tion supported by fhis gift shall take 
the form of university extension lec- 
tures to be delivered by recognized au- 
thorities at suitable points on the west 
side of Chicago. To secure the above 
ends a portion not to exceed one-half 
the capital sum given may be used for 
the purchase of land for equipment and 
for the erection of buildings. | 

The marine laboratory will be erected 
either on the Atlantic or the Pacilic 
Coast and the inland laboratory will 
be placed at Lake Genva, Wis, where 
the Yerkes telescope is located; $300,- 
000 will be spent for the erection and 
equipment of buildings on the college 
campus of this city.” 

Miss Culver is about 50 years of age 
and some years since inherited the cs- 
tate of her uncle, Charles J. Hull, whose 
housekeeper and accountant she was 
for many years. Her estate is esti- 
mated at anywhere from $7,000,000 io 
$10,000,000. Ghe says that in making the

A Supreme Court Decision tht Will 
Be Generally Discussed. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 14.—Fortune- 
hunters will be greatly pleased with the 
decision which was rendered by the Su- 
preme Court in a case appealed from 
Sonoma county. The action was 
brought by Aaron Barnes, Sr., an 
elderly man, against his wife, Jessie 


' Burk Barnes, to upset:some deeds to 


property given by him to her and to 
annul the marriage and secure $20,000 
damages. In the lower court the de- 
murrer to the complaint was sustained 
and when the old man failed to file an 
amended complaint, judgment was 
given to the woman. The Supreme 
Court affirms the lower court. 

It appears that the plaintiff, the hus- 
band, was looking for a wife for some 
time. He wanted a woman who was 
“worthy and moral.”” He found the 
defendant and, considering her such a 
woman, entered into an agreement 
On his part he promised to 

deed her the property in litigation. On 

her part the defendant promised to 
marry Barnes and “live with him the 
remainder of their joint lives.” The 
marriage took place, the property was 
deeded to the woman and the two lived 
together for several years. The wife 
then ran away and the husband 
brought the suit now decided in the 

State’s highest cour‘. 

In the complaint it is alleged that 
Barnes fouhd the woman was not what 
he thought, but “immoral and un- 

_ worthy.” 


. , The Supteme Court disposes of the 


contention that the defendant did not 
fulfill her part of the contract by de- 
claring that she did. The marriage 
itself, it is stated, fulfilled the contract, 
and it was not bound upon her to live 
with him “during the remainder of 
their joint lives,” because that was 
contained in the marriage contract 
itself. Concerning the other and more 
important allegation, the court says: 
“Previous immoral conduct, although 
cealed, does not invalidate mar- 
riage. Public policy pronounces other- 
wise, and opens marriage a8 a gateway 
to repentance and virtue. Therefore, 
in the case at bar, the marriage was 
neither void nor voidable, even if all

ITALIAN CITRUS FRUITS. 


THE DROUTH IN PALERMO HAS RE- 
TARDED MATURITY. 


Lemons Fit for Shipment Command 
High Prices Which Has Retarded 
Exports—Oranges Will Be Mark- 
eted Earlier. 


(BY TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMES.) 
WASHINGTON (D. C.,) Dec. 14.— 
(Special Dispatch.) William H. Sey- 
mour, United States Consul at Palermo, 
Italy, in a recent report to the State 
Department, says that on account of 
the unusually long drouth which still 
exists, the maturity of all fruit has been 
much retarded. In Palermo market 
lemons fit for shipment command, in 
comparison with their quality, high 
prices, and as prices in foreign mar- 
kets are generally low, the majority of 
Palermo shippers are idle. Consul Sey- 
mour calls attention to the fact that 
the lemon crop in the Palermo district 
has been injured to some extent by an 
insect, apparently developed by the 
drouth. 

Henry Greenough Huntington, United 
States commercial agent at Castella- 
mare, Italy, says that though exporta- 
tion to the United States generally 
commences at the end of January and 
proceeds through the season, this year 
fruit will be marketed in December, 
following advices received as to the 
damaged state of the Florida orchards, 
which, # is stated, will supply only 
about 200,000 boxes, as compared with 
= 3,000,000 to 5,000,000 boxes here- 
tofore. 


A MILLIONAIRE’S FATE. 


Herr Aschoff Stabbed to Death by 
His Insane Son. 

(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Dec. 14.—A special to 
a local paper from Berlin says that 
another frightful tragedy has just been 
enacted in. Wiesbaden, which illustrates 
the danger of harboring so-called harm- 
less lunatics unrestrained in private 
families. For years the well-known 


-millioneire, Herr Aschoff, has refused 


to permit the incarceration of h's son 
in an insane asylum. Through the affi- 
devits of prominent physicans he man- 
aged to evade the law which forbids 
the keeping of lunatics outside of State 
or private institutions. In a sudden fit 
of anger young Aschoff grabbed a carv- 
ing knife from a table and stabbed his 
aged father to death. The enraged 
young man then attempted to kill him- 
self, but only succeeded in inflicting 
some slight wounds, as the cries of the 
father brought the other members of 
the family on the scene, who disarmed 
him and prevented a suicide. 

Another scandal is reported from the 
Rhine provinces, where in asuburb of 
Cologne, Superintendent Czaplewski .of 
the House of Correction, has been sen- 
tenced to a long term of. imprison- 
‘ment for inflicting punishment of me- 
dieval brutality on the inmates.

HE EXCUSED HIMSELF. 

PENSACOLA, (Fila.,) Dec. 14.—Early 
this week the announcement was made 
of the sale of the American steamship 
Czarina, 661 tons, to San Francisco par- 
ties, represented here by Capt. Sam- 
uels of the Marine Journal, who came 
from New York to make the purchase. 
It Was urdersiood that the s eamer was 
taking on 1200 tons of coal for a voy- 
age around Cape Horn to the Pacific 
Coast this morning. She cleared at the 
custom house with a cargo of pig-iron 
and this afternoon rumors were thick 
that she was in reality bound for Cuba, 
presumably with arms and supplies. 

It is known that a deputy ‘nited 
States Marshal went to the wharf be- 
fore the hour of sailing, and had a 
conversation with Capt. Lapsley. The 
captain excused himself for a minute, 
and going on board the Czarina, pulied 
out before the officer realized his in- 
tention. The pilot who was there to 
take the vessel was left on the wharf 
and the vessel was soon going dcwn 
the bay under full steam and in a shert 
time *-was well oUt fo sea. it is said 
the officer had no papers, and it is inti- 
mated that information hai been given 
by a seaman who had shipped for the 
voyage, which led suspicion to the 
steamer’s real destination. 

There was no government vessel in 
the harbor to overhaul the Czarina, 
and if she is really bound fur Cuba, she 
is now well on the way. 

MANICARAGUA BURNED. 

HAVANA, Dec. 14.—(By South Ameri- 
can Cable.) It is reported here that in- 
surgents burned Manicaragua, not far 
from Siguanea, where Gomez and 
Maceo were reported to have mustered 
their forces. anicaragua is an im- 
portant tobacco market. 

A dispatch from Cienfuegoes an- 
nounces that the insurgents wnder 
Maceo and Gomez were defeated at 
Mr.dDuguya, near Manicaragua, a town 
in Santa Clara said to have been burned 
by them. Gens. Oliver and Palanca 
commanded the government forces. 
Rabi, the insurgent leader, with a 
strong forceandageatiing gun attacked 
the fort at Ventas de Casanova, pruv- 
ince of Santiago de Cuba. The Spanish 
garrison* was con celled to abandon the 
fortification, and intrenched itself in 
the neighborhood. The insurgents fin- 
ally retired. 

News recéived here from Pinar del 
Rio, capital of the province of that 
name, says that the parents and two 
brothers of a government scout have 
been hanged near here by insurgents. 
The insurgents have. captured two 
lighters on the Sagua la Chia River. 

A band of negroes recently raided the 
Salomon Pons plantation, tied up the 
men, and outraged the wife and daugh- 
ter of the planter...

FOXY EDUCATORS. 


A MARCH STOLEN ON THE SCHOOL 
‘MEN OF THE COAST. 


The National Bdecational Associa- 
tion Will mot Meet in Los An- 
_geles—Bpfalo Has Pilucked the 
Piem—Qaeeer Work. 


The National Educational Associa- 
tion will not meet in Los Angeles next 
year. It is practically settled that Buf- 
falo, N. Y.,’is to have the meeting. 
This news at this time will be in the 
nature of a surprise to those who have 
watched the events connected with the 
location of the meeting, by the Execu- 
tive Committee of the association. And 
with the news will be aroused the sus- 
picion that the e@ucational men of the 
Coast, who have worked like Trojans 
to secure this meeting, have been given 
a rather strange deal by the Executive 
Committee. 

Nearly six months ago, the most 
prominent men on the Coast in educa- 
tional circles began to interest them- 
selves in the matter of having the as- 
sociation meet in Los Angeles in 1896. 
The board of directors at the meeting 
in July indorsed by votes the claims 
of this city, and, ncouraged by this 
indication of favor, the Coast men too 
began their formal campaign for the 
meeting. . 

The final decision. in the matter was 
with the Executive Committee of the 
association, and accordingly strong 
pressure was brought to bear on this 
body by those who favored a recogni- 
tion of the Coast by the association. 
Reports of the progress made in this 
work have been published at intervals 
in The Times, and it will be remem- 
bered that scores of letters were re- 
ceived by Superintendent Foshay from 

stern their preference 
for Los ngeles their belief in 


ple. 

Three meetings of the Executive Com- 
mittee were held to decide this ques- 
tion of location, but each time the con- 
tention was so strong’ that an. adjourn- 
ment was taken without a settlement 
being made. 

The committee met last a few weeks 
ago and adjourned to mber 20, 
when, it was promised, the matter 
would certainly be decided, and accord- 
ingly the Coast men were making all 
preparation for a last strong’ and united 
pull for Los Angeles. 

But in the mean time, as’ novelists 
say, the educators from the Far East 
got in their work, and their Western 
brethren now learn that, while all was 
supposed to be quiet, and hostilities 
suspended, the Executive Committee 
has privately decided to give the much- 
desired meeting to Buffalo. The infor- 
matien to. this effect reached Superin- 
tendent Foshay yesterday by way of 
an educational journal published in 
Sen Francisco. In its December issue 
| this journal has the following in ref- 
erence to the matter: 

“The Executive Committee of the Na- 

tional -Educational Association has 
finally and unanimously selected Buf- 
fato, N. Y., as the place for the next 
annual meeting, July 7-11, 
“This decision is subject to the con- 
ditions that the Trunk Line and Cen- 
tral Traffic Associations take official 
action by December 20, 1895, granting 
round-trip tickets from all points in 
their territory for one lowest first-class 
fare, these tickets to be good until Sep- 
tember 1, 1896; and that these associa- 
tions will sell to members of the Na- 
tional Educational Association at the 
close of the meeting, tickets to all 
points on the Atlantic Coast and in 
Canada, at the lowest- excursion rates 
for the round trip. 


Riley and Principal Pierce of the State 
Normal and others, made a gallant 
fight to secure the meeting for Los An- 
geles, but the majority of the commit- 
tee did not think it wise to hold two 
consecutive meetings west of the Mis- 
sissippi.

The only crumb of 
consolation for Mr. Foshay and his 
associates seems to be that in ’97 this 
city may be favored with the associa- 
tion’s meeting. 


COUNCILMAN PESSELL. 


His Late Vacation May Create Some 
Trouble. 


George Pessell, member of the Council 
from from the Sixth Ward, is alleged to 
have violated certain provisions of the 
city charter, by remaining away from 
the city longer than thirty days.. He is 
also said to have acted improperly in 
failing to obtain leave of absence from 
the Council before starting on a jour- 
ney for the East. 

It is not known or cannot be ascer- 
tained definitely, on what day of the 
month the Councilman left the city. 
With this point in doubt, it is not cer- 
tain that he has been absent longer 
than the thirty days allowed by the 
charter. Pessell, it is admitted, did not 
obtain leave of absence from the Coun- 
ceil, of which he is a member, before 
he took his departure, but as the Coun. 
cil has had a month to take cognizance 
of this matter, and has not seen fi: to 
do so, it will, in all probability, allow 
the matter to pass unnoticed. Pessell 
is expected to be in his seat, as usual, 
tomorrow morning, when the Council is 
called to order.

NEW YORK, Dec. 14.—The Bond- 
holders Committee of the Atlantic and 
Pacific Railway has begun suit in the 
New York Supreme Court against the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe Railway, 
members of joint Executive Reorganiza- 
tion Committee, of the New York Guar- 
antee and Indemnity Company, Union 
Trust Company and Mercantile Trust 
Compeny, as depositories and mortagees 
of committée, and as creditors of the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe Rail- 
way Company to the extent of $8,750,000 
on Atchison guarantee on their bonds. 
The plaintiff claims that the Atchison 
reorganization is in effect a combination 
between stockholders and bondholders 
to reorganize property in their interests 
@s stockholders, as well as bondhold- 
ers, and reinstate the existing securi- 
ties in their order of priority, and it 
cannot lawfully be done to the exclu- 
sion of the rights of intermediate cred-’ 
itors.

AN HOUR WITH LINCOLN. 


THE GREAT AMERICAN PRESIDENT A FIRM UPHOLDER OF 
THE MONROE DOCTRINE. 


Interesting Incidents of an Interview 


With Him by Gen. John M. Thayer, 


Who Saw the War President Immediately After the Fall of Vicks- 
burg—Lincoin’s View of Gen. Grant—Sympathy With 
Mexico and President Juarez. 


(From a Special Contributor to The Times.) 


The surrender of Vicksburg by Pem- 
berton on July 4, 1863, gave the oppor- 
tunity to apply for a leave of absence 
for twenty days, that I might visit my 
family in Massachusetts, where they 
stayed during the war. The leave being 
granted, I came North and stopped in 
Washington, having business with Sec- 
retary Stanton. When that was con- 
cluded the Secretary took me to his 
private room and asked me various 
questions about the siege, the condition 
of the army, etc. It was the Army of 
the Tennessee under Grant that won the 
glory of Vicksburg, and there was no 
difficulty in the way of my giving the 
Secretary a favorable report. When I 
rose to leave, he said: 

“General, the President would like 
to talk with you, and I desire you to 
call upon him. You happen fo. be the 
first officer from the siege of Vicksburg 
we have met, and we are glad to get 
information direct from one who has 
personal knowledge.” 


Here was an opportunity to meet the 


President that I had not anticipated. 
To see him was a very strong desire 
with me, but it had seemed almost im- 
possible to have that satisfaction, as 
the impression ‘had been made on me 
that he was continually pressed with 
overwhelming cares and perplexities of

ABRAHAM LINCOLN, FROM A 


Donelson, Shiloh and Vicksburg make 
@ pretty strong record. He certainly 
has developed the elements of a suc- 
cessful commander. He is very popu- 
lar with the army, which has full con- 
fidence in his military ability. When 
he makes his plans he concentrates all 
his energies and all his resources upon 
their execution, and I don’t think he 
ever entered upon a campaign or into 
a battle without a fixed determination 
‘under all circumstances to win, and 
with a consciousness that he would 
win. He fills the full measure of a 
great commander.” 

Mr. Lincoln listened closely to all I 
said, and then fixing upon me a most 
earnest and serious look, he put to me 
the blunt and startling question: 

“Does Grant ever get drunk?” 
plied in most emphatic language: 


I re- 


“No, Mr. President, Grant does not 
get drunk.” 
“Ts he in the habit of using liquor?’ 


asked the President quickly. My answer 
was: 

“My observations, depending on hav- 
ing excellent opportunities for judging, 
enable me to assert with a good degree 
of positiveness that he does not use li- 
quor. Those opportunities have extended 
over a period of more than two years, | 
during which time I have seen him of- 
ten, sometimes daily, and I have never 


noticed the slightest indication of his 
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eve variety; and with almost in- 
samen callers, the prospect of hav- 
ing an audience with him seemed very 
remote. Mr. Stanton then sent for 
Charles A. Dana, then Assistant Secre- 
tary of War, and requested him to ac- 
company me to the White House and 
present me to the President. Arriving 
there, we were ‘ushered into the room 
of the private secretary, and were re- 
quested to be seated for a while, as the 
President was engaged with some dele- 
gation. ‘While sitting there one of the 
secretaries took my name in to the 
President, and added, “just from Vicks- 
burg.” Soon the door opened from his 
office, and there stood on the threshold 
the tall, gaunt figure of Abraham Lin- 
coln, his head almost touching the top 
part of the door frame. Standing an 
instant with a smile upon his face, his 
first words were: 

‘Flow does it happen that a man of 
the name of Thayer should have strayed 
way out to Nebraska? I thought all 
the people of that name were Yankees 
and lived down round about Boston?” 

Thayer is a familiar name in New 
England, and especially in Eastern Mas- 
sachusetts, but it surprised me that Mr. 
Lincoln, being a. Western man, should 
know that the name“was peculiar to 
any section of the country. It surprised 
me also that he knew I was from Ne- 
braska, but I found in subsequent con- 
versation that he was well posted in 
regard io all the generals in the field. 

Mr. Lincoln came forward, extending 
his hand, and, taking mine in his, he 
led me into his office, directing the 
messenger at the door to admit no one 
without further orders from him; and 
drawing a chair up to his own big, 
high-backed armchair, he said: “Now, 
sit down there and tell me all about 
Vicksburg.” 

I proceeded to give him such infor- 
mation as it seemed to me would in- 
terest him, and which he might not 
have Tearned from the public press, 
and suggested that he put to me such 
questions, and on such points, as most 
interested him. He then plied me with 
various ingtiiries as to the condition 
of the army, the suffering of the men 
during the siege, the sanitary arrange- 
ments, the commissariat, the discipline 
and everything relating to the comfort 
and well-being of the army. He said 


having used any kind of liquor. On the 
contrary, I have, time and again, seen 
him refuse to touch it.” 

There was too much of whisky hos- 
pitality during the late war for the 
good of the service or the country. More 
than once did it happen that a move- 
ment miscarried because the  oflicer

“In all my intercourse with Gen. 
Grant,” I continued, in speaking to Mr. 
Lincoln, “I never saw him taste intcx- 
icating drink. It has been charged in 
Northern newspapers that Urant was 
under the influence -of liquor on the 
fields of Donelson and Shiloh. This 
charge is an atrocious calumny; wick- 
edly false. [| saw him repeatedly dur- 
ing the battles of Donelson and Shiloh 
on the field, and if there were any so- 
ber men on the field, Grant was one of 
them. My brigade and inyself gave 
him a Fourth of July dinner in Mem. 
phis in 1862. He, of course, as guest, sat 
upon the right, and as wine and some- 
thing stronger were passed around he 
turned his glass upside down, saying: 
‘None for me.’ I am glad to bring this 
testimony to you in justice to a much- 
maligned man.” 

“It is a relief to me to hear this state- 
ment from you,” said the President, 
“for though I have not lost conndénce 
in Grant, I have been a good deal an- 
noyed by reports which have reached 
me of his intemperance. I have been 
pestered with appeals to remove him 
from the command of that army. But 
somehow I have felt like trusting him, 
because, aS you say, he has accom- 
plished something. I knew you had 
been down there with him, and thought 
you would give me reliable evidence, 
for I have desired to get the testimony 
of a living witness. Your direct and 
positive declarations ‘have given me 
much satisfaction. Delegation after del- 
egation has called upon me with the 
Same request, ‘recall Grant from the 
Army of the Tennessee,’ as the mem- 
bers of the delegations were not will- 
ing their sons and brothers should be 
under. the control of an intemperate 
leader. I could not think of relieving 
him, and these demands became very 
vexatious. I therefore hit upon this 
plan to stop them.

lay back in ‘his chair and laughed 
most heartily. He then added: 

“What I want and what the people 
want is generals who will fight battles 
and win victories. Grant has done 
this, and I propose to stand by him. I 
permitted this incident to get into 
print, and I have been troubled no 
more with delegations protesting 
against the retention of Grant in com- 
mand of that army.” Continuing, 
Linooln said: 

“Somehow or other, I have always 
felt a leaning toward Grant, and have 
been inclined to place confidence in 
him. Even since he sent that memor- 
able message to Buckner at Donelson, 
when the latter asked for terms of sur- 
render—'No terms but unconditional 
surrender. I propose to move immedi- 
ately upon your works’—I have had 
great confidence in Grant, and have 
felt that he was a man I could tie to, 
though I have never seen him. It is a 
source of much satisfaction that my 
confidence in him has not been mis- 
placed.”’ 

The conversation then turned upon 
other subjects, the condition of the 
country, politics, the rebellion and the 
prospects of being able to suppress it. 
What seemed to cause Mr. Lincoln his 
greatest trouble was the state of feel- 
ing in certain portions of some of the 
Northern States. 

“Their embittered hostility against 
the prosecution of the war,” said he, 
“gives me more anxiety than the state 
of affairs at the front. The enemy be-

try than the enemy before us.””" He said 
it was incomprehensible to. him that

A Noted Man. 


Jules Barthelemy Saint-Hilaire, the 
French savant and statesman, who died 
on November 24, was born in Paris 
August 19, 1805, and entered public life 
in the Ministry of Finance under 
Charles X. He contributed to the rev- 
olution of 1840 by his articles in the 
Liberal press, but turned from politics 
to quieter studies in 1833. He was ap- 
pointed professor of Greek and Roman 
philosophy in the College de France in 
1838, and became a member of the 
Academy in the following year. The 
revolution of 1848 brought him back to 
public life, but the advent of Napoleon 
III forced him to return to his studies, 
especially Sanskrit and ancient Indian 
philosophy. He even refused to retain 
his professorship in the College de 
France, although the Emperor offered 
him the privilege of doing so without 
taking the oath of allegiance, In 1871 
he was elected to the Assembly at Bor- 
deaux, was made a life-Senator in 1876, 
and held the portfolio of Foreign Af- 
fairs in the Ferry Cabinet, 1880-1. His 
principal work is his

Prane Curing in France. 


(Wisconsin Agriculturist:) Consum- 
ers of the useful prune, that simple 
fruit that takes the place of richer pre- 
serves, may not know how the French 
growers prepare the fruit for market, 
and what a process of the most primi- 
tive kind it goes through before 
packed for exportation, says the Bos- 
ton Herald. As soon as the prunes are 
harvested they are taken to a build- 
ing called a fruitery, where they re- 
main a few days to complete maturity. 
The fruit is then subjected to not less 
than three, and frequently four, dis- 
tinct cookings before being pro- 
nounced fit for the market.

The Famous Frenchman’s Early 
Struggies Against Poverty 
and Fate. 


How Dumas Viewed the Theater. 
Great Writer Who Touched the 
Keynote Called Humanity. 


The Charms and Work of Olga 
Nethersole—Plays that Represent 
the History of Love—Bab’s 
Brave Utterances.

NEW YORK, Dec. 9.—There is an- 
_ other black-bordered card to be pasted 
in the day-book of 1895. It bears upon 
it the name of one of the greatest 
writers of the day, but, better still, i: 
bears upon it these words: “L’ami 
des femmes’—the friend of women— 
Alexandre Dumas. A great man, a 
great writer, a great reader of the hu- 
man heart, a great reader, that most 
difficult of all things, of the heart of 
woman. And, more than that, a 
ptudent, and a successful one, of the 
heart, brain and body of women, for 
he well knew the effect that the one 
had on the other. He pictured woman 
aS.\she is, but always he was pitiful to 
het. Always he forgave, and always 
he recognized that, when she com- 
mitted the sin which women look upon 
as the sin of all sins, it was because 
she loved too much, and he main- 
tained that, first of all, the man should 
be the one to forgive her. Every one 
of his plays teaches that. Always 
there is the friend who looks at things 
clearly,and who says,in some way or 
other, “Forgive, my friend, forgive 
this woman. : Pardon is an attribute of 
God; try to reach close to God.’’ 

DUMAS’S STRANGE LIFE. 

And yet, if there ever was a strange 
story, it was that of Alexandre Dumas. 
Until he was a grown man he had no 
name except that which had been given 
to him in baptism, for he was one 
among the thousands of children who 
cannot say “My mother” wi.hout blush- 
ing. The day came when his father 
recognized him and was proud of him; 
was generous to him and assisted him; 
but always there hung over him a dark 
cloud that enveloped him from his 
‘birth. And even before his birth. Do 
you believe in heredity? It seems to 
me that, if you think, you must. 

Years ago, in Paris, there was a 
young man, ambitious, imaginative, 
magnificently strong physically, and 
poor. All his days were spent in the 
public libraries, studying out the his- 
tories of France, finding out each lit- 
tle story connected with the kings and 
queens, and building a romance about 
it. Full of life, he soon spent the small 
amount of money he had. Occasionally 
a few francs were earned by a story, 
or an essay sold to one of the journals 
of the day. This young man grew 
poorer and poorer. The publishers 
langhed at his novels and refused to 
read them. The day came when there 
was nothing left. Before him there 
seemed only starvation. That he would 
‘not submit to. All of one long day he 
«worked ip the Hbrary, and went home 

nly because he knew there was a pis- 

1 there. Such a home! aA garret 
‘room at the top of a miserable house. 
‘tenanted by poor writers like himself, 
thieves and wretched women. He en- 
‘tered his room, found a match, the last 
one; struck it to light the bit of can- 
dle that was to show him how to aim 
‘correctly. The match went out. It 
«was fate. He laughed long and loudly.

chatted with her; he found he could 
laugh, and laugh merrily. He was still 
young. She followed him into his room. 
‘The door was closed. Alexandre Dumas, 
pere, never forgot that night, when all 
the world was _ reading the “Three 
Mousquetaires,” but can you blame 
Alexandre Dumas, fils, for having in 
his nature much that was dark, since 
his father was thinking of killing him- 
self and his mother was unhappy and 
half-starved? 

But always this child of a_ great 
author and a poor seamstress plead for 
women; always his pity went out to 
those little children against whom the 
world’s hand is raised before they are 
born; and surely no better words can 
be put upon the tombstone of Alex- 
andre Dumas than thdse which formed 
the title of a great play—‘“L’ami des 
*Femmes,.”’ 

It seems strange that while we are 
all thinking and talking of this great 
writer his plays should be put upon the 
stage and the leading parts played by 
a woman whose rendition of them 
would have pleased their creator. Can 
more than that be said? She is an in- 
teresting woman, almost as much of a 
girl as was Juliet and yet with Juliet’s 
ability to read the human heart. 

A LOVELY ENGLISH WOMAN. 

You know who I mean—Olga Nether- 
sole. She comes to us from England, 
and when you look at her, when you 
hear her speak, and some one says 
“English” you smile in disdain. Then 
there is a hint of the Spanish blood, 
but your smile comes just the same. 
Once, years ago, I visited in the North, 
and with the early springtime went 
out to look for arbutus. One in our 
search party came to me, awe-stricken, 
._ and held in his hand what was strange 
to him in this cold country, but which 
I knew as the bloom of the South—the 
passion flower. How did it come 
there? Who can say? By chance on 
the wings of heaven, brought by a 
balmy wind. That is Olga Nethersole. 

She is the best type of French 
woman, and she comes from England. 
The voice is soft and sweet, without 
any accent. The eyes are pitiful. They 
look up to you and ask for your love and 
Sympathy, and never a word is spoken. 
They are wonderful eyes; pure eyes; 
eyes that tell their own story of good- 
ness and of seeing goodness in other 
people, which is so much better than 
announcigg one’s own virtue. But “the 
play’s the thing.” Last night it was 
“Camille.” Before that it was “Frou- 
Frou,” and before that it was “Denise.” 
Such wonderful women! And each so 
unlike the other. I say to this citizen 
of the world, for England can no more 
claim Olga Nethersole than can France 
or America, “How do you feel when 
you play a part? Are you Denise?” 

There was no hesitancy—the answer 
came quickly. “Honestly, I could ne 
say to myself I will be Denise, I will

be Frou-Frou, or I will be Camille, but, 


when I say their words, when I am liv- 
ing her life, before I know it I am 
overcome by .the strong personality 
and become another woman. It seems 
as if, whether I willed it or not, the 
spirit of the one woman came into me, 
filled my heart, brain and body, and I 
speak and move as if I were her, be- 
cause for the time being I am that 
woman. If you said to me, ‘Cough,’ I 
could not do it. But 
WHEN I AM CAMILLE 

I never give it a thought. The cough 
comes naturally because I know I am 
dying of consumption, and that cough 
is one of my pains and one of its ter- 
rors. Then there is Frou-Frou. I have 
been asked why I did hot conceal or 
gloss over the unlovable side of ‘her 
nature. I couldn’t. I would not be 
Frou-Frou. That was the woman. Just 
as she had won her love and your for- 
bearance by her sweetness, she did 
some willful thing that made you con- 
scious of the other side of her nature. 
What a woman would call the kink in 
her. About the stage. Do you know, 
I was afraid to come to this country at 
first? I thought I ought to wait until 
I had reached the point I mean to, and 
was perhaps 40 or even 50, but that, by 
accident, I did come is a fortunate 
thing for me. There is something in 
the very air that exhilarates me, some- 
thing that urges me to do my best, and 
I mean to. 

“T had an odd experience in Boston 
with one of its great scholars. I hac 
played Juliet—which I have never seen 
played—and I did something ~ whicn 
was not in the book of the play, but 
which it seemed to me Juliet would 
have done. The critics all noted it. I 
spoke of it to this great student; a Bos- 
ton man, and reaching among his 
books—for I was supping in his houge— 
he took down Hazlitt. He found where 
Kean, in playing a certain part, did 
something quite new, and had been de- 
rided by the critics because of it. Then 
he turned over several pages, and came 
to the account of the acting of another 
great man who was reprimanded by 
the critica of his day for omitting to 
do. that which Kean had done. He 
looked at me and said: ‘Some people 
make roeds for other people to walk 
over—you keep on making roads.’ 
Wasn't that a beautiful compliment?” 

It wasn’t Frou-Frou, it wasn’t Den- 
ise, it wasn’t Camille who looked joyful 
and happy over this; it was the woman 
with a throat and neck like Langtry’s: 
with beautiful hair like Mrs. Kendal’s: 
with a grace like Sarah Bernhardt’s, 
but with clear-eyes, and. with an in- 
dividuality that was-Olga Nethsole’s, 
and her’s only. Interested? I am. We 
women make the success of the woman 
actress. We have been looking for 


‘many years for -

whom we loved, because she’ was 
beautiful, because she was good,and be- 
cause she looked the parts she played. 
I think the successor is found. Of her, 
it must be said, that having the beauty, 
the youth and the goodness of Mary 
Anderson,she has in addition the abil- 
ity not only to look the part she plays 
but to be it. 

But to return to Dumas—alas! he 
never can return to us—last night, 
after the play was over, I picked up a 
book and caught a phrase here and 
there—phrases that you and I might 
think, but which it took a master mind 
to put in words. That’s the art of 
writing—when the reader says “That’s 
what think.and think; nothing 
more”’—yes, but we didn’t take the 
trouble to say it to the world, whereas 
the great writer touched the keynote 
called humanity, and’ his audience was 
large. Talking about the theater, he 
said “Men and women go to the theater 
only to hear of love, and to take part 
in the pains and joys that it has 
caused. All the other interests of hu- 
manity remain at‘the door.’ True? 
What are -the plays that live? The 
“Romeo and Juliet,” “Ca- 
mille,” and all that long list which tell 
the history of a love, which means, of 
a heart. Again, and oh, how well this 
is known to be true by women, he says, 
“Celibacy, marriage and adultery—this 
is the tragic triology in which the life 
of women struggles. It is in this that 
poets may find eternal dramatic sub- 
jects. Of the three phases of the 
tragedy, the most painful is evidently 
the last named.” I turn over the page 
and I read, “‘Wherever there are assem- 
blages of men and women, there are 
souls to be won.” 

WHEN A WOMAN’S HEART IS 
TOUCHED. 

You think this isn’t true, and yet be- 
fore me there arises the story of a 
play, the story of a tragedy in a 
tragedy. A great actress was playing 
“Frou-Frou.” In her audience was a 
group of people who represented what 
is called fashion, and among them was 
&@ woman and a man who had once 
loved each other dearly, so dearly that 
when he put the marriage ring on her 
finger he believed that it encircled all 
happiness for him. As the years went 
on these two people grew apart. The 
rifts in the lute were many, and the 
song of love was hushed, or had drifted 
into a harsh discordance. Before the 
world these two people were simply 
like many others, but when they were 
alone they scarcely spoke. That night, 
as the play went on, the woman’s 
heart was touched as it had not been 
for years, and, coming out of the thea- 
ter, she asked her husband to come 
home with her instead of to the gay 
supper where they were expected. He 
did, and when they were together she 
asked his pardon for all that she had 
done that was wrong, and she beeged of 
him to give her another chance to prove 
that she loved him. That night, for 
the first time in ten years, he ‘kissed 
her—this beautiful woman—and bid- 
ding her good-bye at the door of her 
room, he said: “Tqmorrow we will be 
married afresh; we'll start on our 
honeymoon, learn to love each other 
again for always, and away from all 
the rest of the world.” 

THAT WAS GOOD-NIGHT. 

The smile on her face was one of 
ecstacy. To his good morning, she 
gave no answering word, for death had 
claimed her in the night. In her cold 
hand was the bunch of violets that she 
had taken from him just before she 
left him, because they were like those 
that Frou-Frou pinned among her laces. 
She slept with the violets covering her, 
for four years, and then beside her was 


‘laid the body of the man who, during 


that time, had been alone always, and 
who had never ceased to grieve, be- 
cause he had had no opportunity to 
make her happy in life. And the re- 
conciliation came because a master in 
the art of playwriting and of reading 
hearts had learned how to tell the 
story of a woman who was never bad, 
but only weak. Do you remember 
when Frou-Frou asks her husband to 
take her away? Think how different 
her life would have been if he had done 
as she asked him! how different al! 
life would be if each of us could 


realize when the other is out 
for help! 

Somebody says, “You are enthusias- 
tic.” Perhaps. 
ENTHUSIASM IS A GOOD THING. 
It keepa people young—for it always 
furnishes them with illusions. If I am 
enthusiatic, my friend, I am truthful. 
There is not enough money in the whole 
wide world to buy my opinion. Years 
ago, when I knew, oh, so well! how 
much a little money meant, I took for 
my motto these three words, “Litera 
scripta manet.” I translate it, “What 
I write, I mean,” and I have never 
written what I did not think to be 
true, and I can stand before man and 
God, and say that no opinion was ever 
bought that was signed f 

Postscript:—Once in a while I write 
one. It is usually méant, as it is now, 
for that hard-hearted person—the 
editor. Sometimes, in some forms, he 
objects to personalities, but I beg of 
him, as a special courtesy, to put in 
the end of this letter as it is (he can 
leave out the postscript if he likes.) 
It is my way of answering a request 
made to me to say an unkind word

A CONSENSUS OF PUBLIC OPINION 
AS TO PROFESSIONAL IN- 
TOLERANCE. 


A Law that Was Made for the 
Protection ofthe People Against 
Quacks and Impostors is Used 
for the Benefit of a OC ass- 


“Who was arrested?”’ 

“Dr. T. Foo Yuen.”’ 

“When was Dr. T. Foo Yuen arrested?”’ 

‘“‘Wednesday, December 4, 1895.” é 

“Where was he arrested?" 

“At San Bernardino, the metropolis of the 
navel orange belt.’’ 

“Why Was he arrested?’ 

‘‘Because Dr. C. L. Stoddard swore out a 
complaint.’’ 

‘“‘Why is Dr. C. L. Stoddard complaining?’ 

“Because he says that Dr. T. Foo Yuen has 
been practicing medicine.”’ 

“Is this the real reason for Dr. Stoddard's 
complaining?” 

‘‘Probably not.”’ 

‘“‘What then is the real reason?” 

“Probably because Dr. Stoddard has not 
been practicing medicine, or not so much as 
he wants to practice."’ 

‘Is anybody else complaining of Dr. Foo?" 

“Nobody, except possibly some of 
dard’s fellow physicians.”’

Dr. Foo's treatment has done me 
more good than treatment of other physicians 
for which I paid thousands of dollars, and it 
has not cost me three hundred. It is a shame 
to arrest him and attempt to prevent him from 
practicing. This prosecution is a breach of 
faith on the part of the doctors. This law was 
given them to protect the people from quacks 
and impostors. Now they are using it to in- 
jure an honorable man and to compel the 
people to go to them for medical advice which 
is of no value. Such action is absurd, as 
well as unjust, and will finally do them more 
harm than good.”’ 

,J. E. Lane says: “The white doctor should 
make no complaint in this case. He was here 
first and had the first chance at all these 
patients.

Remember one thing—never 
stop for anything because you have not 
the appliances, for “necessity is the 
mother of invention,” and very often a 
“make-shift” is a triumph, and the re- 
ward of contrivance becomes a great 
success. 
A PRETTY RHYME. 


Suppose we select for a pantomime 
the story of “When I was a Bach- 
elor.”” We will arrange for three acts, 
the first in the bachelor’s house. It 
doesn't matter how the stage is ar- 
ranged, but you must not have any 
cushions, or decorations suggestive of 
feminine hands. The dismal room must 
be bare. There must be a table, one 
chair and a cupboard, or shelves, con- 
taining a plate with some cheese upon 
it, half a loaf of bread, and one cup and 
one saticer. Dress the bachelor in the

bockers, slippers with full bows, or sil- 
ver buckles, and a coat of any color 
you like with ruffles at the wrists. Let 
him enter and act in pantomime. He 
must set his table with snowy cloth, 
get down the bread and cheese, and be- 
gin to eat his lonely meal. At this mo- 
ment let as many children as you like 
enter, dressed like rats and mice. Their 
costumes may be made of gray flannel, 
with long tails, and a few touches with 
burnt cork on the face will do wonders 
toward producing whiskers and the 
proper expression.

He must show impatience and anger, 
flourish a knife at them, and finally de- 
termine that he will remedy the evil by 
getting a wife. 
ACT IT. 

Close the doors, or drop the curtain, 
whichever it is, and prepare the stage 
for act II, which must take place in a 
London drawing-room. A fresh rug, a 
little sofa, some chairs, cushions, a 
vase of flowers, almost any decorations, 
in fact, will do for this. 

Have a little table with tea-cups and 
cake or biscuits in one corner, and place 
three young ladies and their mother in 
various attitudes on the stage before 
the doors open. The mother might be 
Knitting and the ~young ladies appar- 
ently listless and fatigued. Dress them 
in narrow dresses with short waists in 
‘the true old-fashioned style, one carry- 
ing a fan, another wearing mitts, and 
the third with a work-bag hanging on 
her arm by a long ribbon.

The mother 
must receive him delightfully, and they 
can all drink tea and appear to enjoy 
themselves. At length he must, after | 
having eyed them each in turn while 
engaged in the dumb show of conver- 
sation and tea-drinking, kneel before 
one with his hand on his heart and 
Offer his arm.

The two remaining girls as- 
sume positions of distress and disap- 
pointment and the mother may ad- 
vance to the front, hold her skirts 
gracefully, and dance a little jig to 
express her joy. (Curtain.) 

ACT ITI. 
Remove everything’ from the stage 
and place in front:a wheelbarrow. Let 
the bride and groom enter. She must 
wear a huge bonnet and cape; he the 
same costume adorned with some extra 
ribbons and some flowers on his shoul- 
der. The bride gazes in his face and 
looks at the ring on her hand, which 
she must hold so that the audience 
may see it, too, and he must beam and 
smile upon her. 
He places her in the wheelbarrow, 
and the mother and the two sisters 
bring bandboxes, and boxes, large and 
small, packing them around her, to the 
dismay of the bachelor. One runs away 
and brings back a forgotten basket; 
the other does the same and returns 
with a bundle; the mother goes away 
and hurries back with a bird-cage: one 
sister runs away and returns with a 
muff; the other sister brings a kitten, 
and after all these articles are piled 
around her and she holds the kitten in 
her lap, the mother and sisters kiss her 
good-bye ard shake hands with the 
bachelor, who, taking the handles, of | 
the barrow, wheels the bride away? 
, The mother and girls wav dker- 
chiefs and throw after the bridal pair 
a slipper for luck, and as the curtain 
falls, or the doors close, let the bride 
and everything else fall on the stage. 
If, during the evening, you can have 
music, so much the better; but of all 
things, be sure to have a dress re- 
hearsal and learn to conduct the en- 
tertainment with order, system, and 
dispatch, for while an audience is al- 
ways kind and indulgent to an ama- 
teur—and especially a juvenile—per- 
formance, people grow tired and con- 
stantly lose interest if forced to wait. 
Astonish your friends with your good 
stage management, as well as your act- 
ing and costumes. 


NIGHT BEFORE CHRISTMAS 


DR. CLEMENT C. MOORE AND HIS 
FAMOUS POEM. 


A New York Gentleman to Whom 
Childrén the World Over Owe a 
Big Debt of Gratitude—Written 
for the Author’s Daughters. 


(CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES.) 
BY WILLIAM 8S. PELLETREAU. 


There are few poems in ihe bp 
languaze more widely known than the 
“Vielt of St. Nicholas.” Its distin- 
guished author, Clement C. Moore, LL. 
D., was born in New York, July 15, 1781. 
His father, Rev. Benjamin Moore, was. 
the bishop of the ‘diocese, and the’ son, ; 
after a careful training under his hon- 
ored father, graduated -from Columbia 
Colle in 1798. 

It a intended that He should enter 
the ministry, but he never took orders, 
and devoted his life to ‘teaching and_lit- 
erature. Being a scholar of great at- 
tainments and well versed in the an- 
cient languages, he published in 1809 a 
Hebrew Lexicon and thus became the 
pioneer in thé work of Hebrew Lexicog- 
raphy in this country. In his introduc- 
tion to this work he expressed the 
‘hope that it will be of some vse in 
breaking down the impediments which 
present themselves at the entrance of 
the study of Hebrew.” 

Dr. Moore inherited a large estate in 
New York and in 1818 presented to the 
Episcopal seminary the entire block 
bounded by Ninth avenue and extend- 
ing to the Hudson River, between 
Twentieth and Twenty-first streets. 
This tract, then valuable, would now be 
a princely gift, and upon a part of it 
stand the imposing buildings of the 
General Theological Seminary, one of 
the most-important-_institutions of 
Episcopal church in America. 

The home of Dr. Moore was a siately 
mansion of the older style, on the south 
side of Twenty-third street about two 
hundred feet west of Ninth avenue. In 
1821 he became professor of oriental and 
Greek literature and retained this posi- 
tion during life. The brief intervals of 
time which could be spared from his 
arduous labors, were devoted to writ- 
ing short poems, chiefly for the diver- 
sion of his children, and showing that 
domestic affection was one of the prin- 
cipal characteristics of his nature. And 
among these was his famous “Visit of 
St. Nichols.” 

In 1863 Dr. George H. Moore cf the 
New York Historical Society resolved 
to obtain, if possible, from its modest 
author, an autograph copy and his suc- 
cess is shown by the following letter: 

NEW YORK, March 15, 1862. 

Dear Sir—I have the pleasure to in- 
form you that Dr. Clement C. Moore 
has been so kind as-to comply with my 
request (made at your suggestion) to 
furnish for the archives of our society 
an autograph copy of his justly cele- 
brated “Visit of St. Nicholas.” I now 
inclose it to you. I need hardly call 
your attention to the distinctness an@ 
beauty of his handwriting, very, re- 
markable considering his advanced age 
(he completed his 82d year in July last), 
and his much impaired eyesight. This 
poem was composed for his two daugh- 
ters as a Christmas present about forty 
years ago, and it was copied by a rel- 
ative of Dr. Moore in her album, from 
which a copy.was made by a friend of 
her’s from Troy, and, much to the sur- 
prise of ‘the author, was published for 
the first time in a newspaper of that 

ity. 

“In an interview that I had yesterday 
with Dr. Moore, he told me that a 
portly rubicund Dutchman, living in the 
neighborhood of his father’s country 
seat,. Chelsea, suggested to him the 
idea of making St. Nicholas the hero 
of his Christmas piece for his children. 
I remain Very respectfully, 
Your devoted servant, 
T. W. C. MOORE. 

In 1844 this poem, and others, were 
published in a small volume, and in 1850 
an illustrated edition was issued and 
had a wide circulation. It contained

An- 
other, a jolly old shoemaker drives pegs 
into a heavy leather sole, and a vain 
little miss with golden -hatr looks at 
herself in a mirror and arranges her 
curls. But besides all these wonders the 
reporter was shown the big repairing 
shop where injured dolls can be made 
whole and handsome again. Here were 
wigs of all lengths and colors, beauti- 
ful heads, lustrous pairs eyes, extra 
arms, hands, legs and feet to comfort 
the heart of any young mother whose 
pretty doll child has met with an acci- 
dent.

After a long life of usefulness and 
honar, Dr. Meore died at Newport, 
R. 1., July 10, 1863. His remains rest in 
‘Trinity Cemetery, New York. His 
works are his best monument.

Christmas Novelties in Marie An- 


toinette Sugar Plums and Sultanas.

It is just 4s much the fashion as ever 
to include bonbons in the list of ac- 
ceptable holiday gifts. No woman 
thinks her stocking worth investigating 
unless its whole length is sweetened 
with candies, and children share ihis 
feeling. So if you are casting about in 
a not very original mind for a season- 
able souvenir, confectionery. in some 
guise will give as much pleasure as the 
aonat of costly novelties to the recipi- 
ents. 

The dealers in bonbon merchandise 
began preparations for the holiday trade 
a month ago. If the square, plain five- 
pound box of the best assorted sweeties 
doesn’t seem just*the right thing for the 
friend on your list, you can take a look 
at the new bonbonnieres. This season 
they are chiefly of china and the 
painted jardiniere bowls first in favor. 
These are long, deep dishes, square and 
standing on four legs. The miss behind 
the counter heaps the bowl with choco- 
lates, covérs them over with n 
straw, grass and long green silk ferns, 
and ties masses of green ribbons about 
the bowl itself. This forms one of the 
table centers at the Christmas dinner, 
and after the chocolates are disposed of, 
is to be filled with earth and growing 
ferns. The chocolates themselves are 
chiefly big square Genesees, made up 
with maple surgar, and soft round balls, 
compounded of chocolate mixed with a 
liqueur. and called bulbuls. ‘This is be- 
cause to eat one before singing helps 
to clear the voice. 

Another favorite Christmas bonbon- 
niere is a turkey, a papier mache fowl, 
filled with marrons. Sometimes the tur- 
key is served just as he would appear 
from the basting pan, and a spring lays 
him open down to the breast-bone.

The novelties’ in bonbon boxes are 
star shaped, made of thin, satin-like 
wood, and painted or etched in pyro- 
graphic work.

The moon-shaped, square 
and oblong satin and paper boxes are 
painted with charming water colors 
Santa Claus bicycling or taking him- 
self about in a horseless motor-carriage 
on his holiday errands.

Next 
after these in importance are the Marie 
Antoinette sugar plums, round, pink 
sugared balls that break open in the 
center to show each half filled with an 
entirely different flavor. Some of these 
are wrapped in a bit of silvered paper, 
which, when carefully removed, spread 
out and held up to the light, reveals 
perforated faces, the identity of which 
you are invited to guess. The sultanas 
are all crystallized fruits, highly spiced 
and wrapped up in squares of gold and 


citron, larded with bits of orange peel 
folded inside. All the inside of a tam- 
bourine-shaped box filled with sultanas 
is wound with a long strip of gauze or 
tissue, and the bonbon tongs are two- 
pronged forks. 
When some sentimental couple halts 
for the appropriate rites under a mistle- 
bough, a furious bang and shower 
of candies will, just for a jest, be set 


evening, provided with a gunpowder 
bonbonniere. These are made exactly 
in the shape of + what old-fashioned 
children called popping kisses,only quite 
gigantic in size.

Women who plan to make pillows 
for holiday distribution should know 
in time that, no matter how many

An expert pillow-maker says that in 
the factories they hold the feathers in 
check by ironing out, what will be the 
inside of the twilled cotton tick, with 
beeswax: On a hot flatiron the wax is 
rubbed and this spreads a thin coat- 
ing, impenetrable by feathers, all over 
the goods.

Do you know many come- 
dies that leave you less time to think 
when you see them acted; that give 
you more to think about when you read 
them?”

SHALL { WRITE A PLAY? 


ANSWER BY THE SECRETARY OF 
THE DRAMATISTS’ CLUB. 


To Most Aspirants He Says ’No.’’ 
The Pliaywright’s Art is Mossi 
Dificult—Few Who Essay it Earn 
a Living, and Most of the Piays 
are Bad. 


There are in the United States and 
British provinces 6000 theaters, opera- 
houses and halls used, in whole 
or in part, for the production of theat- 
rical entertainments. There are in ac- 
tive operation, each season, about 300 
dramatic and musical companies, and 
each of these has from one to six plays 
or operas that it presents throughout 
the country. There are also about 1000 
single performers who give sketches, 
scenes, “‘acts,”’ or dramatic monologues 
that are, in this way, little plays. Be- 
sides there are hundreds of amateur 
players who occasionally give dramatic 
entertainments. 

The American Dramatists’ Club pub- 
lishes a list cf 1600 plays and operas on 
| which royalties are claimed or that are 
owned and used by the managers of 
theaters and traveling companies. Be- 
ing the first publication of its kind, it 
is necessarily imperfect, and it is be- 
lieved that there are about 2000 plays 
and operas in use that have been used 
within the past few years. About .150 
new plays are produced each year in 
the two countries. Beside others are 
printed and sold to amateur perform- 
ers. The largest play publishing house 
in the United States uses about 150 
new plays each year, and its shelves 
contain 5000 printed plays. Each of the 
other houses also print many new plays 
each year, and carries a large stock 
ef old plays. The manager of every 
important theater or traveling compiny 
and every wandering “star’’ receives 
each year a number of manuscript 
plays for inspection and possible pro- 
duction. One manager is said to have 
read 1200 new plays in one year, and 
the safes of every publisher and play- 
agent are always overficwing with un- 
produced and unpublished manuscripts. 

The American Dramatists’ Club num- 
bers ninety men who are writing or 
have written plays and operas. There 
are also about fifty other dramatists, 
including thirty women, who have had 
their wor kproduced. Each of these 
has on hand one play, and many have 
two or more; several have twenty. 
When the New York Herald, a few 
years ago, offered a prize for a play, 
700 manuscripts were submitted, and 
there is reason to believe that there 
are today in this county several thou- 
sand people who have tried to write 
plays. There are no doubt even more 
in Europe, and all the plays believed to 
be good there are quickly translated 
and thrown on the American market. 
An almost infinitely small numb of 
this multitude of writers will see their 
work produced, or even printed. The 
vast majority are simply writing and 
writing, and hoping on and on, year 
after year, that some night the foot- 
lights will shine on their work. 

“Shall I join this great company? 
Shall I write a play?” 

No; and for the following good and 
sufficient reasons: 

The writing of the smallest dramatic 
sketch or one-act play demands years 
of study, training, observation ard ex- 
perience. Successful play writing re- 
quires an almost universal education. 
Not a university education—the play- 
writer’s qualifications musti.be wider 
than that. Besides, there must be a 
gift. Not one in half a million is 
born with the rare combination of 
talents that makes the successful dra- 
matist. Population, 60,000,000; success- 
ful dramatists, about fifty. 

PLAY WRITING NOT A WELL PAID 
OCCUPATION. 

Moreover, the number of plays on the 
market far exceeds any possible de- 
mand. The spirit of playful exaggera- 
tion that appears to be characteristic 
of the theatrical mind has led many to 
imagine that play writing is an exceed- 
ingly profitable occupation. Many 
playwrights delight to give an impres- 


sion that enormous prices are paid for 


all sorts and kinds of plays. But nial natty plays, perhaps many more, can | 
m' be examined. It is not difficult to find 


is not wise, because it is not so. Fro 
the statement made to the writer by a 
leading manager in New York it ap- 
pears. that the average price for a 
first-class, successful play is about $300 
a week for sixty weeks. After that the 
royalties drop and drop until they 
amount to nothing at all. This would 
make the value to the author of such 
a play less than $20,000. The extra 
successful plays that have paid twice 
or three times this are few; so rare 
indeed that they are quoted ¢xcep- 
tional. An occasional writer, like Sar- 
dou in France, it is said, has received a 
moderate fortufé for ‘4 certain single 


play. How much is really meant by 
this it is difficult to decide, singe foreign 
newspaper reporters interested in such 


subjects are often persons,of lively and 
soaring imaginations. 

The prices pala for certain plays are 
also very deceptive, since no account 
appears to be taken of failures. Be- 
couse @ dramatist may have received 
$20,000, or even three times that, it 
does not follow that he is growing rich. 
The whole of his receipts may be ab- 
sorbed by mortgages laid on plays that 
have never paid a cent. The proportion 
of plays not produced or that are fail- 
ures is huge. Besides the average 
“stars” and small companies playing 
“om the road” cannot and do not pay 
more than a few thousands (often hun- 
dreds) for a play. Twenty-five dollars 
a week is about the limit such com- 
panies can pay. Fifty dollars a week 
is practically beyond their means. Yet 
such companies absorb the majority of 
all the new plays produced, and the 
dramatist’s only consolation lies in the 
foet that after the lapse of years these 
little reyalties may teuch the thaun- 
sands. , Nearly all small companies pre- 
fer to pay cash down, and then the 
price may be as low as $500. 

A statement of the actual earnings of 
a certain dramatist in this country has 
been kindly shown to the writer. The 
first play produced (the seventn writ- 
ten) was sold for $250. The dranratist 
then wrote two more itthat were not pro- 
duced then a third was produced 
and brought $50. He then wrote one 
that was sold for $2500 and then 
three more, one of which brought $800, 
Then he wrote one that brought $6400. 
Two more brought nothing and one 
more brought $1600. One dramatic 
sketch brought $25—total earnings in 
twelve years $11,625— less than the liv- 
ing expenses of his family. 


HAVE YOU A MBSSAGE FOR THE 
PEOPLE? 
“Shall I write a play?” | 
Yes—if you can answer the following 
questionsgthat are here asked in all 
earnestness and sincerity. 
Have you anything to say that should 
be said or that, when said, will in any 


degree make human beings wiser, bet- 
ter or happier? 

Is it, in the language of the Friends, 
borne in upon you‘that you must do 
this thing? Does the spirit move you 
to speak aught to your fellow men 


through this, the greatest mode of ex- 


pression ever invented? ‘ 

Are you prepared to spend years of 
hard study in-the dramatist’s difficult 
art? Are you willing to learn? Are 
you willing to admit that it is quite 
possible the stage carpenter, the gas 
man, the actor and stage manager may 
each be your friend and instructor? 

Are you prepared to work for a whole 
year without any return? Can you live 
for a year or five years or ten years 
without recompense for your labor? 

Finally, do you respect the theater as 
a means of reaching the hearts and 
minds of men and women? 

In brief, are You in earnest? 

There are many who tell us that a 
play is only intended to amuse; that it 
cannot be taken seriously and that the 
people in the theater do not think, do 
not want to think. Yet as a matter of 
fact every play makes an impression on 
the minds and hearts of all who sce 
it—and that impression is good or it is 
bad; it uplifts or it degrades. On this 
is founded much of the just criticism 
made by good*‘and decent people 
against so many plays. Their authors 
intend no evil. But they work almost 
infinite harm from simple lack of inten- 
tion. Every play written and produced 
without conscience, every foolish and 
vulgar play, every play written by men 
of perverted or deficient moral sense, 
every play holding up false views of 
life and duty, is an injury to all who 
see it, a lasting damage to every self- 
respecting dramatist and a serious com- 
mercial injury to every theater and 
every actor in the country. In regard 
to the statement that the people in a 
theater do not think, it should be ob- 
served that the skillful dramatist cives 
them no time to think—they should be 
too busy receiving impressions. Im- 
pressions received in a theater may last 
a lifetime. The people who come out of 
a theater are never the same who en- 
tered it two hours before. If the play 


is a good one, they are generally better, | 


more cheerful, more hopeful, wiser, 
more charitable, kindlier, happier. So 
immense is the power of expression, so 
effective in impressions is the drama, 
that the playwriter may well pause at 
the stage door and examine himself and 
his message. 

“Who am I that I dare use this tre- 
mendous power over the hearts of men? 
What of my message to the people? Is 
it worthy the magnificent art of the 
dramatist, worthy the grand art of the 
actor, worthy to be set in the splendid 
picture-frame we call the stage?” 


EVEN SUCCESSFUL DRAMA*?ISTS 
HAVE THEIR TROUBLES. 

By a curious perversion of the mora} 
sense, many p*ople in this  countrv 
have come to believe that the dramatist 
hes no rights that anyone is bound to 
respect. Any one can in a few days 
perform the actual work of writing a 
play. More than one very succ?essfui 
play is said to have been written in 
legs than a month. What seems so easy 
to make cannot b> worth much, and this 
hes led many persons of limited moral 
sense to think it entirely proper to steal, 
sell and produce, any and every play 
that seems to be worth stealing. 

So serious has this condition become 
that it is believed that every new play 
at present in this country is stolen 
within a few weeks of its production. 
It is not difficult to sit in a theater and 
memorize a play, or take it all down in 
shorthand. It can be proved that 
many successful plays may be pur- 
chased in Chicago for a few dollars 
apiece. To this lasting shame and dis- 
grace of that city the authorities per- 
mit the open sale and advertisement 
of copies of plays that are not the prop- 
erty of the reported play-dealer. Any 
thief stealing the manuscript of a book 
would soon land in jail. But the sellers, 
buyers and producers of stolen plays 
are calmly defiant of all the legal and 
moral rights of the dramatist, mana- 
ger and play-owner. Many owners of 
theaters in which stolen plays have 
been produced have pleaded that they 
did not know the plays were stolen. 
This excuse can no longer be offered. 
since the publications of the American 
Drematist Club, placed as they are 
without cost,;on the desk of every 
theater-owner in the United States and 
Canada, plainly indicate the authorship 
and ownership of every important play 
and opera produced on this side of the 
water. The laws do indeed attempt to 
protect the dramatist, but for various 
reasons this alleged protection is prac- 


tically worthless. Whole States and 
great districts in every State are now 
practically ruined for t respectable 


maneger by reason of the wholesale 
performance of stolen plays. So serious 
has this matter become that the dram- 
atist may well hesitate a long time be- 
fore attempting to create property that 
ey be purloined in defiance of the 
aw. 

There is another thing that g¥eatly in- 
jures the business of play-producing 
and thus lowers the commercial value 
of all dramatic work, A young person, 
for reasons best known -4o herself, 
wishes to become a “star.” he con- 
sults a play agent and: within a week 


one that will suit or can be made to 
suit. Then if the dramatist will kindly 
present the piece to the “star” for the 
honor of seeing her act in it, all is well. 
But if he fancies that, possibly, he may 
be worthy*of his hire, the negotiations 
may fall through and hér starship will 
proceed to gét a play in another and 
cheaper. way. 

HOW SOME “PLAYS” ARE MANU- 

FACTU RED. 

A sketch, novel, story or some old 
play is begged, borrowed or otherwise 
obtained and a stage manager is se- 
cured. The “star,” assisted perhaps 
by her husband, some young person 
with a little money to lose, her friends 
and the dtage manager, maps out the 
ideas into acts, each of which leaves 
the “star’’ in the center of the stage. A 
company is engaged and some one with 
an eye for bright “lines’’ removes the 
illusive jokes of the comic papers. The 
thousand traditions and memories of 
the stage, “good bits,” “acts” and 
“business,” are brought out and dove- 
tailed together. If invention fails, 
bring-in a song; if there is a lone spot 
in the antique story, put in a good 
march. The leading lady can “dp a 
turn.”” The leading man has a “great 
act.” Give them a chance. Try to 
think of something good in some dead 
play. If it was once good it must be 
good now. A little childlike confidence 
in the sweet forgetfulness of the. pub- 
lic, a good. deal of printer's ink and the 
“play” is launched. Sometimes such 
a production makes a great deal of 
money. 

Were it not that this method of pro- 
ducing a theatrical entertainment has 
been gravely announced as the correct 
and proper way to “make a play,” the 
matter might be dismissed in silence. 
It actually does a great deal of harm, 
because it gives.an impression that 
such entertaingients are really plays 
Which they ané not, and that, in point 
of fact, the dramatist is of no particu- 
lar consequence to either actor, man- 
ager or the public. It fosters the be- 
lief that. the manager can “organize 
success,” that the actor can “create a 
character,” all of which is not true. 
The actor. portrays—he never creates. 
It is the author alone who creates, 
Without the dramatist the drama can- 
not exist. For him is the theater built, 
for him ‘the actor learns his art... 

“Is it then worth while to try -to 
write a play?” 

Yes; the people. of this country are 
not dishonest. Some day Congress will 
listen to the repeated. demands of the 
dramatist and the play thief will land 
in. jail. The future of the theater in 
this country is in the hands of the 
dramatists of the world. The craft 
knows no nationality, it is wider than 
boundaries and seas.| The duty of the 
press, the dramatic profession, the man- 
agers and the public is to encourage 
and welcome the dramatist, to accoru 
a respectful and friendly hearing, to 
listen patiently to the new and to wel- 
come the sincere and honest, even if 
they do defy dusty traditions. The true 
dramatist does not write for the theater 
owner or the actor, but for the people. 
He should be given every reasonable 
and proper opportunity to speak the 
message that is in his heart. No man 
can decide from the reading of a man- 
uscript that it Is the message the peo- 
ple wish to hear. Performance is the 
only test—the only judges sit in the 
auditorium. The public has no means 
of expressing any preference for any 
unacted play or even style of play. It 
can only approve or condemn that 
which is placed before it. The duty of 
the manager, the actor and the stage 
manager is to help in every possible 
way with advice a.d encouragement 
to the dramatist in the difficult task of 
learning his great art. Fortunately 
they do this; fortunately they are the 
dramatist’s best friends. 

Finally, it is the duty of the dram- 
aittist to believe in himself, to believe in 
his mission, to respect tthe great and 
honorable company of actors who are 
the interpreters of his message and to 
speak the truth as he sees it, regardless 
of the traditions and precedents of the 
past. The manuscript that seems so 
strange, “so unusual, you know,” may 
be the pearl -of great price the public 
wishes to buy. May not novelty speak 
success? May not the dead be really 
not dead after all?

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Yes, I have seen changes. 
first served at court, whither I went 
in the year 1579, seven years after the 
St. Bartholomew—the King received all 
‘in his bedchamber, and there every 
evening played primero with his inti- 
mates until it was time to retire; Rosny 
and Biron, and the great men of the 
day, standing or sitting on chests round 
the chamber. If he would be more 
private, he had his cabinet; or, if the 
matter were Of prime importance, he 
would take his confidants to an open 
space in the garden—such as the white 
mulberry grove, encircled by the canal 
at Fontainbleau; where posting a 
Swiss guard, who did not understand 
French, at the only bridge that gave 
giccess to the place, he could talk with- 
out reserve. 

In those days the court rode, or, if 
sick, went in litters. Goaches were 
only coming into fashion. Henry, who 
‘feared nothing else, having so. invinci- 
‘ble a.distaste for them that he was 
wont to turn pale if the coach in which 
he. traveled swayed more than ueval. 
Ladies rode sideways on pads, their 
feet supported by a little board; and 
side-saddles were rare. At great ban- 
quets the fairest and noblest served the 
tables, We dined at 10. in the country 
and 11 in Paris, instead of at noon, as 
is the custom now. 

When the King lay alone, his favor- 
ate pages took it by turns to sleep at 
his feet: the page on duty using a low 
-‘truckle bed that in daytime fitted urder 
the King's bed, and at night was drawn 
out. Not~ seldom, however, and more 
often if the times were troublous, he 
‘would invite one of his ‘councillors to

though I was the senior, he was the 
life and soul of the ante-chamber; the 
first in mischief, the last in retreat; 
the first to cry a nick-name after @ 
burly priest who chanced to pass us as 
we lounged at the gates—and the first 
to be whipped when it turned out that 
the King had a mind to please Father 
Cotton. 

It followed that from the first I 
viewed him with a strange mixture of 
rivalry and affection; ready one mo- 
ment to quarrel with him and beat him 
for a misword, and the next to let him 
beat me if it pleased him. At this 
time the King of Navarre had his court 
sometimes at Montauban, sometimes 
at Nerace; and there were rumors of a 
war between him and the King of 
France; to be clear, it Was this year, 
that, in the hope of maintaining the 
peace, the latter’s mother, the Queen 
Catherine, came with a _ glittering 
train of ladies to Nerace, and here 
were balls and pageantsand gay doings 
by day and night. But the Hugue- 
nots were not easily moved, and under 
this fair mask suspected treachery, 
and not without reason. One night, 
during a ball, Catherine’s fri 
seized a strong town, and but for 
Henry’s readiness—who took horse that 
moment and before daylight "had sur- 
prised a town of France to set against 
it—would have gained the advantage. 
So in the event Catherine did little, no 
one trusting her, and in the end she 
returned to Paris; but for a time the 
court gayeties continued, and there 
were masques and dances, and the 
thought of war was seemingly aban- 
doned. 

Now in the room which was then the 
King’s chamber at Montauban, are two 
windows at a great height from the 
ground, a’ravine lying below them. 
Between the two is a projecting but- 
tress, and outside the sill of each is a 
stone ledge a foot wide, which runs 
round the buttress.

Year’s morning it was the duty of the 
Finance Minister to wait on them, and 
‘awaken them with a present of medals 
struck for the purpose. 

And I recall many other changes.

The possession of at least one East- 
ern rug is necessary to every woman's 
contentment of heart.. The more an- 
cient and weather-beaten ft happens to 
look the better, for then the owner can 
easily persuade herself that it has been 
in her family for c:»'uries and trodden 
upon by hundreds « ancestors. 

THE BEST \ARIETY. 

If you can invest in only one rug let 

it be a. Daghestan—that is, if you have 


‘a@ moderate sum to expend, say $60 to 


$150, or—well, $300. A Khorassan is 
more valuable, of course, but it is only 
when one has more money than one 
knows quite what to do with that she 
takes $600 or $800 of it, or $1000 or $1500 
and orders a Khorassan for her draw- 
ing-room. 

The one is a Turkish rug—the Dag- 
héestan; the other, Khorassan, is a Per- 

rug, and they take their names 
from the towns in which they are 
woven; it might seem that the only 
difference between the two was a mat- 
ter of miles and furlongs. 

‘The mode of manufacture is the same 
for each; the essential difference is in 
the style of the pattern, the Turkish 
being the more Arabesque. 

VARIETY IN MANUFACTURE. 

‘As no two Ionic capitals of Greek 
workmanship, even in thé same temple, 
were alike, in anything but general size 
and character, so in the Turkish rug 
the same pattern is never again exactly 
reproduced. The Persian rugs, more

often than not, have their patterns, 
which are, as a rule, geometrical fig- 
ures, defined clearly on both sides, and 
are woven quite smooth. 

_Feragham, Kerman, Kurdistan and 

horassan are the four chief places in 
Persia for the manufacture of carpets 
or rugs. The Herati pattern is a com- 
mon one for the Khorassan carpets; it 
is the favorite eight-pointed star en- 
larged and repeated over the whole. 

The arabesque. designs, peculiar to 
Turkish rugs, show five-leaved roses 
and curling tendrils; the borders, in 
many cases, have traces of Arabian or- 
namental writing, the peculiarity of the 
patterns being accounted for by the 
theory that the carpets represent inlaid 
jeweled work, which accords with the 
Oriental delight in gems and precious 
stones. 

The many mistakes in the matching 
of colors, which, on careful scrutiny, 
are often apparent, is said to be due 
to the fact that the weaver, while 
working with a certain wool, if it runs 
short, replaces it with another as near 
like it as possible without taking the 
trouble or the delay to get the exact 


shade, 
COLOR SCHEMES. 


There is a special reason, also, fo 
the softness of tint noticeable in the 
Eastern wools; this.is caused by their 
being dyed in their naturally greasy 
state, so that a soft, oily luster perme- 
ates all the colors. For the same reason 
white always has a yellowish-gray ap- 

arance. But in many instances the 

im colors are due :to the fact that they 

actually dirty. 

Color, pile and quality have much to 
do with determining the price of a rug. 
One showing bright reds and greens, 
of course, is not as valuable as one in 
dull shades. 

The Bokhara, a Turkish rug, is a very 
fine weave and usually high-priced; red 
is a predominant color; if blue in any 
quantity is used in the rug, it is sure 
to bring “a higher price. Ivory-white 
figures on a dark, rich-red is a common 
combination in a Bokhara, In a Dagh- 
estan blue is frequently seen, but if 
you possess a Bokhara with much or 
any blue in it, you are lucky indeed. 
_MILLIONATRE RUG OWNERS. 
As a rule it is only an Astor or a 
Vanderbilt who can own blue Bokharas. 

At the last World’s Fair John D. 
Rockefeller bought an Eastern rug, or 
rather carpet, for which he paid $20,000. 
It is a superb example of an antique 
Persian rifg. Cornelius Vanderbilt also 
has a fondness for these deliciously 


_ expensive, poetical Eastern stuffs, and 


paid nearly as much for a rug—or $16,- 
. Pliny tells us of Babylonian tapes- 
tries figured with plants and animals, 
the sphinx, griffins, and dragons, for 
which prices varying from 80,000 to 400,- 
000 sesterces were paid—but this prob- 
ably is nothing to what the modern mll- 
lionaire pays for a bit of covering for 
his floor—unless the sesterce is more 
than the present scribe imagines, and 
she is obliged to confess to total ignor- 
ance on this point. 
Many of the most magnificent exam- 
ples of Eastern carpets have found 
their way to New York and are owned 
by the little brothers and sisters of the 
rich; for instance, Mrs. Goelet has an 
imperial Khorassan court carpet, for 
which something like $10,000 was paid. 
It is a.large carpet about twenty feet 
long by seventeen feet wide. The back- 
round is a dark biwe, the design be- 
g carried out in soft shades of gold, 
blue, cream and old red, with a border 
of gold covered with medallions of rich 
blue. An interesting point in eyrinee. 
tion with this rug is that on each end 
the seal of the maker has been woven 
in a small blue panel. The carpet was 
made bythe royal weavers 
r the imperial Persian court.

' INDIAN VENDETTA. 


How They Serve Their Unfortunate 
Medicine Men—Description of an 
Indian Cremation—’Mojave In- 

- Jum Die Purty Quick, I Guess So.’’ 


. . (CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES.) 
Unlike most Indian § tribes 
Mojaves have few dances, and these 
few are monotonous and uninteresting. 
They are firm believers in the right- 
eousness of the vendetta. If a Mojave 
Indian is killed by a white man, or an 
Indian of any other tribe, the family 
and near relatives swear eternal ven- 
geance upon the guilty party, or his 
tribe. This holds true if the death is 
accidental, unless it is clearly shown 
that the accused did not contribute in 
any way to the catastrophe. The feud 
may be laid by suitable gifts, or by 
purchase; blankets being a happy me- 
dium of trade in such cases. Other- 
wige, blood must be washed out with 
blood. It is not necessary that the vic- 
tim selected for the expiation be the 
guilty party; ahy member of his tribe 
will make an equally acceptable scape- 
goat. <All that is required is blood 
atonement. The decree of vengeance, 
unless annulled by gifts or purchase, 
applies with equal force to each and 
every member of the family, including 
relatives of the deceased, and is in full 
force until atonement is made, or until 
every member of the family dies. 

A very peculfar and efficacious custom 
is that of kMling a medicine man who 

‘been so unfortunate as to lose ten 
patients in succession. The fear of 
the consequences now under the whit 
man’s law has put a stop to this prac- 
tice, much to the regret of the tribe in 
general, and to the hearty approbation 
of the medicine man, but it was only 
a few years ago very rigorously en- 
forced. The medicine man. occupies e@ 
lofty position in the estimation of the 
tribe. Not only does he cure their bod- 
ily ailments, but he is their counsellor 
and advisor in peace and war. He is 
the revered prophet and seer, spiritual] 
advisor and earthly Christ. He is also 
the historian and chronicler, handing 
down to his successor the memorable 
events and deeds of valor of the tribe 
and the heroes of the past. 

Since the custom of killing the unsuc- 
cessful medicine man has been aban- 
doned, many “quacks” have started iff 
business much to the dissatisfaction of 
the tribe. As Asakeeta sagely re- 
marked: 

“This no white man business, this 
Mojave business. What for white man 
want bother Injun for? Mebby so doc- 
tor killum three, fo, five Injun, that’s 
all right. Mebby so heap sick plenty, 
die anyway I guess so. Killum eigh 
ten, that no good way, that purty ba 
all time. I think so Nebutha (devil) 
catchum Mojave -doctor; Nebutha he 
wantum Mojave all die. Mebby so, he 
Hualapai Injun spirit, mebby so Piute 
spirit, he no likum Mojave, he fraid 
Mojave, he wantum all Mojave die, I 
guess so. I think so killum Mojave 
doctor purty good, al same killum 
Hualapai, all same killum Piute.” 

The Mojaves look upon the white 
man’s custom of burying their dead with 
absolute horror. With all their respect 
for the white man’s superior Knowledge 
and his cunning ingenuity, they fail to 
see the wisdom of this act. They can- 
not see how the spirit, which is con- 
fined, during life, in the body, can ever 
escape, when.covered with six feet of 
earth, after its liberation by the decom- 
position of the body. They fail to see 
the justice of the eternal doom of a 
spirit that has not the solace of obliv- 
jon, to a living tomb. This is as in- 
comprehensible, and as heartiessly and 
vindictively cruel to them as the doc- 
trine of the eternal damnation and end- 
less existence of the soul in a cauldron 
= hell-fire and brimstone, is to some 
of us. 

They practice cremattion. Being anx- 
ious to witness the ceremony, I bribed 
Asakeeta to inform me when the next 
burning occurred. The Indians never 
mention the name of the dead man, or 
talk @bout him after the funeral. 

In less than a week after making 
known miy desire to Asakeeta, he came 
to me one day, and, taking me to some 
distance, informed: me that, 

‘Mojave Injun die purty quick, I 
guess so.” 

“How quick?” I asked rly. 

“I do’ know, no savvy. Mebby so yes- 
terday tonight, I think so,” he replied, 
with a satisfied nod of the head and 
shrug of the shoulders. He has a habit 
of smacking his lips when he says any- 
thing particularly impressive, as though 
te give the needed emphasis and to 
clinch the ment. The sound is very 
much like that made by a boy’s alder

The next evening I made my way by | 
a@ very narrow Indian trail across about 


two miles of river bottom to the 4ap- 
pointed rendezvous, and found a great 
gathering of Indians, calmly waiting. 
The sufferer had not yet died. I went 
in where he lay. He was stretched cut 
on the sand floor of the cave-house 
stark naked. The small room was com- 
pletely filled by his friends, who were 
seated around the room with their feet 
bent under them. In the rear end of 
the room six or efght old veterans, 
male and female, were playing cards, 
oblivious of all else. Their grimy, 
wrinkled faces were dimly lighted by 
two half-burned tallow candles, giving 
them the appearance of witches follow- 
ing their craft. Their silhouettes, ever 
dancing and never still, as the dim light 
swayed and flickered, were like fan- 
tastic ghosts or ghouls, now advancing, 
now retreating and ever fearful of be- 
ing seen. Nearly every one was smok- 
ing or rolling cigarettes. There was a 
medicine man on each side of the pros- 
trate sufferer. He was dying from 
pneumonia and his breath came and 
went in short, rattling gasps. To re- 
lieve him one of the doctors pried his 
mouth open with a stick, using it so 
roughly that blood flowed from his lips 
and gums, and, grasping his tongue, 
pulled it out as far as he could, while 
the other got up on the patient's chest 
and jumped up and down. When this 
process was completed, after a minute 
or two, the two medicine men began a 
low chant, all the time beating their 
breasts and thighs. After a few min- 
utes of this sort of medicine they took 
small sticks, about the size of lead- 
pencils, and, lighting the ends, held 
them against the sick man’s legs and 
feet, burning little holes an eighth of an 
inch deep. There was a fire in the mid- 
die of the room on the floor, and the 
temperature must have been 100. The 
room was so full of strong tobacco 
smoke that I could stand it but a few 
minutes. When I went outside more 
Indians had gathered, till there was at 
least two hundred. The dying man was 
a captain of considerable notoriety, and 
what was more to the point, possessed 
a number of fat ponies. 

The bystanders did not seem op- 
pressed by the weight of great and 
poignant grief. On the contrary, they 
were enjoying themselves in various 
ways. Most of the older squaws were 
gathered in groups around the numer- 
ous camp-fires roasting corn in the 
husk, or baking tortillas on the red-hot 
coals. Numerous amorous couples 
were seeking secluded spots in which 
to whisper tremulous vows eternal 
constancy. The younger boys and girls 
were gamboling in the sand, jumping, 
wrestling and gehooting with bows, 
while ungentle snores from unmusical 
nasal sources testified to the presence 
of “‘Nature’s sweet restorer.” 

At a little distance from the house of 
mourning six young men and women 
stood in lines facing each other and 
dancing to their own music, which was 
a low, monotonous, though rhythmical 
chant, sung in a single note for a min- 
ute or two, then raised a note and con- 
tinued, the couples all the time balanc- 
ing themselves on their heels and toes 
and gently swaying their bodies back- 
ward and forward. 

Taking a well-defined trail into the 
brush to get away from the intermina- 
ble racket, I came to the edge of a 
small clearing, in the midst of which 
stood a pier about three feet . 
bullt of dry cordwood piled rectangu- 
larly. This was the funeral pile. 

Going back directly I was just in 
time’ to see a very old, ugly and bent 
squaw emerge from the door of the 
sick room. Slowly and solemnly walk- 
ing into the midst of the expectant 
crowd outside she suddenly raised her 
withered face, whose vast and un- 
even corrugations looked like a cav- 
erned and torrent-washed moun- 
tain side, and gave vent to a shrill and 
piercing scream, which the hills took 
up and tossed to the vales, where it 
died a cooing and lingering death.

“Will we ever be able to use this heat 
mechanically ?’’ 

“That remains to be seen. The force 


applying it economically has yet to be 
invented. My experiments on Mt. Whit- 
ney, in the Sierra Nevadas, showed 


for our steam engines it would give 
about a ‘horse-power for every square 
yard of ground. We hear a great deal 
about the immense power from the re- 


tide drive all the steam engines of the 
world. So far there have been no prac- 
tical inventions for utilization of this 
enormous power. At the Paris Expo- 


sition of 1878 there was a_ reflector 
which drove a steam engine which 
worked a printing press. Ericsson 
made a solar engine which it was 
thought might be used in the pumping 
up of the waters on desert lands. The 
probability is that the day will come 
when we will use all this force. When 
it does the deserts of the world, with 
their enormous sun power, may become 
the great centers of manufacture and 
of civilization.” > 
AERIAL NAVIGATION. 

I next asked Mr. Langley some ques- 
tions as to aerial navigation. He was 
disinclined to talk about the subject, 
and he gave me to understand that the 
statements made by the press concern- 
ing this connection had been 
made without his authority. It is well 
known, however, that in his published 
scientific writings on aerodynamics Mr. 
Langley has described his discovery of 
facts which greatly alter our former 
supposed knowledge on this subject, 
and that though he has not there un- 
dertaken to describe any flying ma- 
chine, as he is popularly supposed to

HE TELLS OF HIS DISCOVERIES. 


“There is a good deal of misappre- 
hension about my own investigations in 
this respect,” the Secretary went on, 
“but what I have atleast demonstrated 
is that heavy machines, not balloons,can 
be made which will produce enough 
mechanical power to support them- 
selves in the air, and to fly, though this 
is not saying that we have yet got the 
skill to manage this power so as to 
rise, advance and descend safely. What 
is actually demonstrated rests on ac- 
tual experiments, repeated hundreds of 
times in this laboratory, but under con- 
ditions not so easily repeated in the 
open air. 

‘These experiments are in the nature 
of an engineer’s measurements, giving 
things in pounds, feet. and horse power, 
and by them I have shown that an ex- 
penditure of one horse power (if we 
can only regulate it so as to make the 
flight horizontal,} will support about 
200 pcunds, and at the same time carry 
it at the rate of fifty miles an hour 
through the air.

“To the Honorable Council of the City 
of Los Angeles: In compliance with 
section 58, article 4, of the charter 6f 
the city of Los Angeles, I herewith 
submit my annual report of the police 
department for the fiscal year ending 
November 30, 1895; and in accord with 
custom take this opportunity to re- 
spectfully suggest such changes, im- 
provements and additions to the equip- 
ment of the force as I deem practicable 
and advantageous. 

“The roster shows that the present 
number of the force, including the ma- 
tron, is eighty-three. In the year just 
‘closed five officers have been dis- 
missed, one—J. F. Maguire—has died, 
and sixteen have been appointed. Of 
the latter, ten -were acting as special 
officers for more than a year before 
‘they were ‘appointed regulars, so this 
action has not increased the force ac- 
tually on duty last year. The detec- 
tive squad, and necessary details for 
headquarter duties, take twenty men, 
so that we have but sixty-three officers 
for regular patrol duty, which is en- 
tirely too small a force to properly 
protect our people. 


THE MOST SERIOUS QUESTION. 


“When I was first appointed Chief 
of the Police Department there were 
fully one hundred and twenty regular 
and special police officers on duty, and 
this number was then found none too 
large, notwithstanding that our city 
then had certainly not more than two. 
thirds of its present population. In 

' my judgment the most serious question 
in police matters to now be considered 
‘is a substantial increase of the force. 
We have a city as large as a township 
in most any one of the Eastern States. 
The area is a fraction over thirty-eight 


“T further recommend that a barrack 
or stockade be erected in Elysian Park, 
in which prisoners sentenced to the 
chain-gang can be detained, under the 
guard of police officers, and that the 
said prisoners be employed in making 
roads in and otherwise improving the 
said park. This would do away with 
the necessity of parading the prisoners 
through the principal streets of the city 
twice daily. 

“I respectfully invite your attention 
to the tabulated exhibits of this report: 
DEPARTMENT WORK IN DETAIL. 

Exhibit A shows that 4862 arrests for 
crimes committted in our county were 
made by the department in the year 
just closed, and that we secured the 
conviction of 8864 of these, 66 for fel- 
onies, with imprisonment in the peni- 
tentiary. In addition to this the de- 
partment made 23 arrests of fugitives 
from other counties in this State or 
other States. The total arrests for the 
year 1894 were 4022, and 3077 in 1893, 
and the mafked increase of the work 
of the department is well shown by this 
exhibit. In addition to the arrests for 
crimes, the officers have apprehended 
43 insane pérsons, brought 482 patients 
to the Receiving Hospital for medical 
treatment, restored 90 lost children to 
their parents, etc., and 865 lodgers have 
been accommodated in the City Jail in, 
the year. 

“Exhibit B shows that in the year

JAPANESE CHEAP LABOR, 


Ere many years the competition of 
Japan in the industrial world will be- 
come a serious problem. Already this 
competition is felt in some quarters, 
and it may be expected to increase 
rapidly as Japan learns the arts of 
manufacture and brings modern meth- 
ods to bear upon them. ‘Wages in 
Japan are scareely more than one 
tenth as high as wages in the United 
States. Japanese workmen are exceed- 
ingly skillfwl, and can reproduce al- 
most any article they have had oppor- 
tunity to examine. The Japanese have 
learned the vast superiority of 
machinery over hand-labor, and are 
importing some of the best labor-sav- 
ing machines to be obtained in Europe 
or America. These machines, any one 
of which is capable of doing the work 
of many men, when operated by work- 
men receiving only a few cents per 
day, will turn out goods at prices be- 
low the cost of production in countries 
where labor is well paid and well fed. 

As ‘an illustration of what may be 
expected in the line of Japanese com- 
petition, it is stated that a high-grade 
bicycle, such as is sold in the United 
States for $100, can be reproduced by 
Japanese workmen at a total cost of 
$12. If they can produce other articles 
at proportionately low cost, how long

The New York Tribune of December 
6 discourses thus exuberantly: “What 
superb weather we have had the last 
three days!

QUEER EPISTLE. 


A.E. DRAGOO’S LETTER TO DEPUTY | 


DIST.-ATTY. JAMBS. 


He Wants to Know Why it is that, 
After Having Made a Confession, 


He is Not Prosecuted—He Would- 


Like to Shine on the Force.” 


A. BE. Dragoo, the young man who 
was arrested for stealing a mail-pouch 
near Oakland, and who was identified 
as the person who confessed that he 
had engaged in a blackmailing scheme 
at “Azusa, it appears, is an odd kind 
of a letter-writer. 

After he made the confession to 
Deputy District-Attorney James, last 
September, the individudls the confes- 
sion implicated neglected to prosecute, 
and so Dragoo was not arrested. 

He went north, and not long there- 
after Mr. James received from him a 
letter, worded as follows: 

“Dear Sir: 1 would like to know 
what you people mean. I came to you 
and made a confession of guilt of a 
crime, and also exposed others, and 
you took no proceedings, which is 
your duty. I am as good as told to 
jaave the city, which I do, and my 
very footsteps are dogged and watched. 
Sir, I will give you a history of my 
life, and I knew that you already know 
it. I have broke the law, and you have 
not proceeded, and let me warn you 
that if you wait until the other guilty 
parties escape and then prosecute me 
there will be trouble. I examined 
as to sanity, and the verdict was ‘neg- 
lect or incompetency or worse, but able 
to take care of himself.’ All right 
enough. I am no fool, which you know 
by this time. I must say that you have 
some of the softest secret-service men 
and specials that I ever met, and I can 
swell out every one of them, they are 
so green. Well, sir, I would like to 
reform and lead a straight life, and if 
you could use me on your force I think 
I could give satisfaction. I am a very 
good imitator, or can change the ex- 
pressions, and I can tell you every- 
thing about the whole case and point 
out every spotter that you have had 
I would like to turn my 
abilities to better account and lead an 
honest life. I see your object, and can 
defeat it if I choose. Hoping to re- 
ceive a telegram to return at once, I 
am, yours respectfully, 

(Signed,) “ED DRAGOO.

To this letter Mr. James replied, 
teHing the young man to keep the 
District-Attorney's office informed as 
to his whereabouts, The letter was 
returned unopened, it not having been 
delivered, but attached to it was a 
clipping from an Oakland paper, which 
have been printed about Octo- 

4, 

The clipping said: “Edward Dragoo, 
a boy 18 years old, approached an offi- 
cer in West Oakland yesterday and 
told him he had committed a crime. 
His mind was apparently affected and 
the lad was sent to the City Prison. 

“Young Dragoo is the son of wealthy 
parents at Winchester, Ind. Two years 
ago he offended his parents, and, rather 
than incur the consequences, he ran 
away. 

“Dragoo reache kland ai few 
weeks ago, and as he could get no 
work he was reduced to. starvation. 
Hunger brought on a mild form of in- 
sanity, and he imagined that his 
mother was dead and that he would 
commit suicide. He was examined: by 
Judge Frick yesterday, and the inquiry 
was postponed to see if he improved. 
He has improved much in the County 
Jail, and has now expressed a desire 
to go home. Attorney Ayer has taken 
an interest in the lad, and telegraphed 
his parents of the boy’s condition, and 
asked for a ticket to his home.” 

The next news from young Dragoo 
was that he had been arrested fo 
stealing a mail-pouch.

Horan 
regarded their interference as a bold 
design to appropriate property that did 
not belong to them, and he determined 
to protect the interests of his friend 
and his employers, not knowing that 
he was dealing with some of the latter 
at that very moment.

STREET INSPECTION. 


COMPLAINTS THAT IT COSTS PASA- 
DENA TOO MUCH. 


The Street Superintendent, it is 
Argued, Could Attend to it and 
Save Préperty-owners a 
Considerable Expense—The Coun- 
May Act. 


There has been considerable dissatis- 
faction among property-owners where 
improvements are in progress, or have 
been completed, in*regard’to the in- 
spection of the work, The rate per 
day ‘paid to the street inspectors was 
reduced some time ago to $2.50, but 
upon large pieces of work this amounts 
to a considerable sum in the total 
which,. added to the contract price of 
the work, greatly increases the ex- 
pense to the property-owners. 

In the Fair Oaks-avenue work, after 
extensions of time had been granted, it 
was decided by the Council that the 
contractor should bear the expense of 
the street inspection for the time of the 
extension. The contractor on the pav- 
ing of Colorado street has been granted 
an extension of time, and the property- 
owners are some of them anxious to 
know whether he or they will be 
obliged to pay the inspector. As a mat- 
ter of fact, neither are to blame for 
the delay, which was the fault of the 
electric railway company, and, al- 
though the paving in question is only 
a small job, when the paving of the 
entire street come to be discussed from 
the financial point of view again, a 
considerable item in the expense will 
be that of the inspection, and the prop- 
erty-owners do not desire to be obliged 
to pay for the delays occasioned by the 
electric railway company. 

To settle the matter, once for all, in 
regard to the inspection of street work, 
a resolution will be presented by one 
of the trustees at Monday’s meeting of 
the Council, clearly defining the liabil- 
ob in case of extension of time on con- 
tracts. 


There is a very general impression 
that the inspection of street work ought 
to be done without expense to the prop- 
erty-owners, and that the Street Su- 
perintendent should be the _ inspector, 
as his experience would enable him to 
judge correctly of the merits of the 
work and the material, and it is his 
duty to look after the interests of the 
city streets. In the performance of 
that duty, it is argued, he would be 
less likely to allow any imperfectidéns 
in the work than an inspector whose 
experience is necessarily limited, and 
who is under no bond or obligation to 
see that the work is properly _ per- 
formed. 

It is urged that the inspection would 
not greatly increase the duties of the 
office of Street Superintendent and that 
the amount saved would enable the 
city to hire a deputy by the month at 
a far less rate than the street inspec- 
tion now casts the property-owners. 
The city taxés, which are used for the 
paying of the salaries of the street de- 
partment clerks, might be slightly 
augmented, perhaps, and perhaps not; 
but at all events, it is said that in a 
town the size of Pasadena the bulk of 
the inspection fees could and should be 
saved. 

There has been more than one job of 
street work done in Pasadena, wherein, 
it is hinted, that the inspectors and 
contractors were too close mutual 
friends to permit of the picking of 
flaws, and that at least could be pre- 
vented by turning the inspection over 
to the Street Superintendent, upon 
whose decision the acceptance of the 
work ultimately depends.

BANK CLEARINGS. The bank clear- 
ances for the week ended today noon, 
as reported to The Times by the Los 
Angeles Clearing-house, are: Ex- 
changes $1,629,573.50, balances $34,668.56,

‘MONEY: SCARCER. Money is get- 
ting scarcer, but there is reagon to be- 
lieve that it will be more plentiful 
after the 15th of the coming month. 
Rates have not advanced. They still 
hold at 7 to 9 per cent. on commercial 
paper. This shows the steadfastness 
of the Los Angeles money market. 
Money is plentiful for commercial pur- 
poses, but it is not abundant for any 
wildcat schemes. Building continues 
actéve, but as banks make loans only 
on completed buildings and only when 
all builders’ liens have been satisfied, it 
is evident that a large amount of the 
money necessary to provide for prelim- 
inary expenses and construction must 
come from sources outside of the Los 
Angeles banks. 


TREASURY CONDITIONS. Speaking 
of the circulation during November, 
Bradstreet’s says: “It showed a net de- 
crease of $4,663,837. A net increase of 
over $13,000,000 is shown in the treasury 
statement of changes in money and bul- 
lion for the month. The total amount 
of money in circulation on December 1 
amounted to $1,594,195,479, which repre- 
sents a decrease of about $43,000,000 as 
compared with the corresponding date 
last year. While the circulation has 
been decreasing, the population has 
been increasing and the circulation per 
capita has been falling, even in a 
greater ratio than the decrease in cir- 
culation. The amount of money in cir- 
culation per capita on December 1 is 
estimated by the treasury experts, on 
the basts of a population of 70,504,000, at 
$22.61, which represents a decrease of 
ll cents per capita for the month and 
of $1.11 since the corresponding date 
last year.” 


COMMERCIAL 

GROCERY AND PRODUCE TRADE. 
Dealers report a satisfactory condition 
of affairs. The holiday trade promises 
to be good, and wholesale dealers say 
they have nothing to complain of. But- 
ter is getting back to normal prices, 
being quoted today in San Francisco at 
27% cents a pound for the best cream- 
ery, and at 60 cents, two-pound roll, for 
the same quality in Los Angeles. Eggs 
are weaker at 26 cents for California 
fresh ranch, and 21 cents for Eastern. 


AMERICAN MACARONI, The de- 
velopment of the macaroni manufac- 
turing industry is one of the most in- 
teresting which have become promi- 
nent in this country for several years. 
The quantity of that article, and other 
forms of it, consumed on the Pacific 
Coast, and especially in California, 
where the climate is warm, is very 
large and yet, strange to say, a very 
large quantity of the total consumed 
is inyported from foreign countries. It 
can be made here of just as good qual- 
ity as'the imported article and cer- 
tainly should be sold very much 
cheaper. 

In the Eastern States the home-made 
article is displacing the foreign. The 
Philadelphia Grocery World says: 

“The development of the macaroni- 
manufacturing industry is one of the 
most interesting ef those which have 
become prominent in this part of the 
country for several years. It is a sin- 
gular fact that until within a few years 
the raw material for the manufacture 
of macaroni was taken from this coun- 
try, shipped to Europe, and then, as a 
manufactured product, was’ shipped 
back to America from Italy, and gold 
without practically any competition in 
the markets of this country. The es- 
tablishment of several macaroni manu- 
factories in this country has very re- 
cently changed the entire aspect of 
things, and now there is a sharp com- 
petition between the imported ‘and the 
home product. There are six distinct 
processes of manufacturing macaroni. 
The best winter wheat is shipped from 
the Western fields and flour manufac- 
tories, and the barrels are emptied into 
the grinding-room, where the flour is 
reduced into minute form for pressing, 
and later for molding, in other rooms. 
After that it goes to the cutters, and is 
left in four-foot strips, as seen in the 
finished product. It then goes to the 
drying and packing-rooms, and thence 
to the market. 

“The hold that imported macaroni 
has on the American public shows the 
typical tenacity of the word  “im- 
ported.” The quality of the flour, and 
all the materials used by the Italian 
menufacturers, @re to be inferior 
to those of the American manufactur- 
ers, as 's shown by the very appear- 
ance of the home product. The Ameri- 
can is white and presents a clean, 
wholesome appearance. The imported 
is yellow, and shows a second grade of 
wheat in its composition. The devel- 
opmentofthe American manufacturers 
in placing an article of high quality on 
the market has been shown, notably, 
in the, ability to undersell the imported 
article. While the imported goods sell 
for 6 cents per pound, the American re- 
tails for 4% or 5 cents. The articles 
used in its manufacture are flour, dry 
cheese and desiccated eggs. Many of 
the leading spirits among the leading 
wholesale merchants of the country 
are now interested in the manufacture 
of the home product, which seems to 


displacing the imported ar- 
cle.”

NEW YORK, Dec. = 14.—Speculation 

today was, as usual, chiefly in the in- 
dustrials. The movement in that group 
was sharply upward. Sugar gained 1% 
per cent. The railway shares were 
lightly dealt in. Estimates of gold ship- 
ments on Tuesday next ranging up to 
$4,000,000 caused a sagging tendency in 
the leading railways which tended to 
irregular closing. Up to a late hour 
the only definite news of proba- 
ble engagements for Tuesday ac- 
counted for but $2,150,000.

The 
restoration of the dividend on North- 
west common to a5 percent. annual ba- 
sis was a notable event, reflecting the 
belief of the powerful and conserva- 
tive interests controlling the property 
that the outlook for business encour- 
aged that action. The resumption of 
dividends on the preferred stock of the 
Denver and Rio Grande Company, af- 
ter an interval of two years, the rati- 
fication of the Panama Railroad-Pa-.

It was claimed that with an increase 
for the week, as, expected at Minneap- 
olis and Duluth of 2,200,000 bushels, and 
a probable increase of 1,000,000 bushels 
at New York there could not be other- 
wise than over 2,000,000 bushels net in- 
crease in the visible. It was pointed 
out, however, that arguing from just 
such premises a week ago the trade 
went far astray. There was nothing 
disturbing in the routine news, but sell- 
ing by the shorts made the price tend 
downward from start to finish. May 
sold early at 60%, and was being main- 
tained with apparent difficulty at 60 
cents, as the session was drawing to a 
close. Corn was weak in sympathy 
with wheat. May was especially weak 
and declined %c per bushel. December 
closed % and January 4c lower. There 
was a heavy trade in the oats market. 
During the early part of the day the 
feeling was comparatively firm. Later, 
however, the weakness in wheat, to- 
gether with increased offerings, caused 
a decline and the record for thirty-six 
years was broken by May selling at 19 
cents. Provisions showed a little 
strength because the day’s run of hogs 
was 16,000 head, instead of 22,000, as 
estimated. Perhaps the principal cause 
of the advance with which the market 
closed was that John Cudahy and some 
others thought well of covering. Com- 
pared with yesterday’s closing prices, 
May pork is 7% cents higfrer, lard and 
ribs each 5 cents up.

The Excursion Executive Committee 
Had a Meeting and Organized. 
Special Committee Appointed. 
Brief News Items. 


OF THE GRAND JURY 
FILED AT LAST. 


SANTA ANA, Dec. 14.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) report of the grand 
jury was filed this Saturday morning. 
It made a great miany récommenda- 
tions, which are in the main timely 
and appropriate.. It finds but one in- 
dictment, and that one is against J. 
W. Landell, justice of the peace in Ana- 
heim Township, for misconduct in of- 
fice. The report is not a very volum- 
inous one, In brief it is about as fol- 
lows: 

“We have examined the books and 
accounts of the various county offic- 
jals, viz., Assessor, Tax Collector, Au- 
ditor, Treasurer, Clerk, Recorder, Dis- 
trict Attorney, County Superintendent 
of Schools, Surveyor, Coroner, Sheriff, 
and Supervisors; aiso, a number of the 
justices of the peace and constables 
the municipal officers, the cities o 
Santa Ana, Anaheim, and Orange, city 
and county jails, a number of the pub- 
lic school buildings and the roads and 
bridges in a number of districts. 

“The work of investigation was placed 
in the hands of competent committees 
of the grand jury, assisted, when 
deemed necessary, by an expert ac- 
countant. The books and accounts of 
the above named officials were, after a 
very careful and thorough examination 
and investigation, found correct and 


well kept.” 


» Some cases it is the practice of the jus- 


The County Treasurer’s account .of 
receipts and expenditures from No- 
vember 1, 1894 to October 31, 1895, was 
appended and marked “Exhibit A.” 

“A number of the public schools of 

the county were visited and examined 
as to their ventilation and sanitary 
condition, as well as the school li- 
braries. The absence of shade trees, 
poor ventilation and the bad sanitary 
condition of out-houses should call the 
attention of school trustees to a care- 
ful investigation. 
. “We therefore recommend the plant- 
ing of more trees and flowers about the 
grounds. For new buildings, the sys- 
tem of ventilation as adopted at Tus- 
tin, and for old buildings, as at Or- 
ange. For out-houses, the system as 
used at Santa Ana, and that’ all doors 
be hung to open outward, and the fire- 
drill be adopted in buildings occupying 
second-story rooms. 

“The immediate attention of the 
Board of Supervisors is directed to the 
filthy and loathsome condition of t 
jail at Anaheim. The county is pay- 
ing $20 per annum for the ube of a 
12x18 building at the place, without 
any conveniences for the prisoners, and 
altogether unsuitable for their confine- 
ment, and has been pronounced time 
and again ‘as a disgrace to the city 
and county.’ | 

“We therefore recommend a large and 
more commodious building; also the 
building of a safe and suitable jail at 
Capistrano is demanded by the large 
taxpayers and citizens for their pro- 
tection at that place. We very faith- 
fully examined into the necessity there- 
of, and would recommend that a steel 
cage be furnished the authorities as 
s00n as possible, if a jail cannot be 
built at present. 

“We would .also recommend to the 
Board of Supervisors that a map of 
seen voting precinct. be prepared and 

ome a part of the Great Register. 

“We found the dockets of the justices 
of the peace at Santa Ana, Orange, 
Anaheim and Capistrano, correct. In 


tices to impose fines sufficient only to 
cover the costs of the action, without 
any apparent regard to the gravity of 
the offense, and thereby do not turn 
over all the fees received to the county, 
as required by law. We recommend 
that hereafter the books of the justices 
of the peace throughout the county be 
brought or sent to’ Santa Ana—the 
county seat—for examination by the 
committee that may be appointed by 
the grand jury for that purpose, there- 
by saving the county considerable and 
unnecessary expense.” 

An appended report marked “Exhibit 
B,” then followed, showing the totals 
received by the various cers. of the 
county from the salary fund. 

_ “We find our indigent list now num- 
bers eighty, of which thirty-seven are 
Americans, thirty-five Mexicans, six 
ee one Englishman and one Ital- 

n. 

“The amount pald out during the year 
On the hospital fund is $7472.86. This 
includes $147 paid out for graves and 
burials. That ts charged to current 
fund. 

“The above $7472.86 includes $2189.48 
received from the State, as allowance 
for indigents, such as orphans » and 
half-orphans kept out of poor ftrms, 
The amount received from the State is 
$1777.51 less than the amount received 
from the samé¢ source last year. Here- 
tofore $100 was received from the State 


' for each indigent over sixty years of 


winter, that 


age. This has been repealed. The 
average paid for indigents monthly is 
about $623 and is a small increase over 
last year. 
“We counted the county money in 
the hands of the treasurer. At the Ex- 
change Bank we .counted in gold and 
currency out of sacks and loose money, 
"$10,000. At the Commercial Bank of 
Santa Ana we were shown a bankers’ 
tray containing $11,200 in gold, $5000 of 
which was said to be county money de- 
posited, to the credit of the ‘Bank of 
Tustin: city. At the . First. National 
Bank we were shown the, balance - of 
the county money, $29,460. The. treas- 
urer ‘then showed his certificate from 
the ba ange Bank’ for $10,000, .from 
the stir bank ‘for $5000 and , 
from the First: National Bank of Santa 
Ana. The. last certificate -h written 
on the margin, ‘special deposit.’ 
“That, upon investigation and count- 
ing the money, of the county, we are 
satisfied that it is not kept. according 
to law a8 a special deposit. a 
“The last grand jury (that of 1894.) 
reported an-erasure in the book of the 
assessment of the city of Santa Ana of 
the property of. R.’J. Blee, on East 
First street, sold.to the School Trus- 
tees. We desire again to call the at- 
tention of the court and the proper 
officials to this matter and recommend 
some action be taken to recover the 
amount of the assessment. 
“Upon a careful examination of the 
books of the County Board of -Super- 
visors and other officers, we find no 
violations of sections 5, 6, 7 and 8 of the 
County Government Act regarding the 
loaning or giving the credit of the 
county, te any person or corporation, 
and tthe incurring of indebtedness in 
excess of the revenue provided for the 
payment of the same. We find, from 
our investigation, the provisions of 
those sections have been complied with. 
“Most of the roads are in fairly good 
condition. There are some roads, where 
heavy hauling is likely to be. done this 
uld have the immediate 


investigation of the Supervisors. The 
one near the Los Bolsa Schoolhouse 
and the one running north from Ocean 
View Schoolhouse; also a strip a little 
north of the old Newport Store. We 
understand that the people of that 
Seer nose are ready to do half the 
work in graveling the road. We think 
the county should pay the other half 


‘and have the work done as soon as 


convenient. 

“The Santa Ana Canyon road is in 
excellent condition quite a distance 
above Yorba. Some repairs are neéded 
further up the canyon. There is ‘some 
specific work being done there now 
under the supervision of the County 
Surveyor. It looks as though the 
plans described by the engineer when 
completed may be of a permanent 
character. Yet we recommend, as 4&4 
protection to this work, two stout jet- 
ties set in at nearly right angies with 
the river just above this work, so as 
to prevent the force of the water com- 
ing into the bend of the river where 
the main channel now runs and thereby 
forée the main channel in a straight 
course down the river.” e 

The report also recommends that the 
Main-street road from ta Ana to 
Orange be improved; that the road-bed 
be raised where it is lower than the 
etreet-railway track. The report also 
recommends that no culverts be placed 
across county roads less than twenty- 
four feet long; that if Santa Clara ave- 
nué leading to the cemetery from Santa 
Ana is not a county road that the Su- 
pervisors take steps to have it become 
one and have it worked as soon as pos- 
sible, it now being a discredit to the 
county. It recommends that field crops 
planted on Grand avenue north of 
Santa Clara avenue should not be per- 
mitted. The report states that, upon 
investigation, it was found that the 
road between Santa Ana and Anaheim, 
near the Polhemus place, had been 
changed from the original survey, 
thereby causing a longer distance and 
no better ground to make a road over. 
No recommendation is made in this 
matter. 

“There was a complaint that the rall- 
roads running into this city are daily 
violating the city ordinance in running 
their trains much faster than the or- 
dinance permits, thereby endangering 
the lives of our people, especially at 
street crossings. We recommend that 
the proper authorities attend to this 
matter at once. 

“The bridges in the county, so far as 
examined, seem to be in safe condi- 
tion,” and then the report cites that 
the work that has been and is being 
done at the Qlive bridge and at the 
Fifth-street bridge, west of Santa Ana, 
is apparently of a permanent charac- 
ter, and that it is being economically 


done. 

Continuing, the report says: “We 
would call the aibtention of the Supervi- 
sors. to the approach on the north end 
of the Newport Landing bridge, which 
needs some repairing. We recommend 
that the bridge be widened, because it 
is in close proximity to the railroad 
and moving trains on account of the 
large travel, mostly pleasure-seekers, it 
seems necessary that this should be 
better protected and the bridge be made 
wide enough for teams to pass thereon. 
We recommend. that the Newport 
Railroad be required to put up danger 
signals at their street crossings. 

“We would further recommend that 
the Supervisors cause substantial fin- 
@er-boards to be erected at crossings of 
the main thoroughfares of the county, 
marking in plain letters and figures the 
towns and distances.’’ The jury found 
that the general road work and grad- 
ing is not being done by contract, as 
the late law provides. The argument 
used, so the report states, is that the 
law is impracticable in many respects 
and hence a dead letter. It finds that 
we are practically moving along under 
the old law with tthis difference; the 
road overseers are appointed and not 
elected, and the poor man does not have 
a echance to work out his road tax. 
“In many cases,’ continues the report, 
“this works a hardship for him to pay 
the tax in money. 

“We would recommend to the city 
authorities that lights be placed at the 
crossings of the Santa Fe Raliroad on 
First and Fourth streets in the city of 
Santa Ana. 

“Our attention. has been called to a 
number of cases of reported violations 
of law. In many instances witnesses 
were summoned and a careful and min- 
ute inquiry made. Some irregularities 
were found, but none of such .serious 
matter upon which could be found an 
indictment, except in the case of the 
People vs. J. W. Landell, Justice of 
the Peace in and for the township of 
Anaheim, and we herewith present an 
‘accusation against him for misconduct 

office. 

“We examined a great number,of wit- 
nesses in the case of the People vs. 
Ira Woodman, who had been held to 
answer before your honorable court by 
the Justice of Westminster Township, 
on the charge of assault with a deadly 
weapon, and do not believe from the 
evidence that there is sufficient evi- 
dence to convict him and therefore the 
case is hereby dismissed.

The Formal Opening of the Alpine 
Tavern. 

ECHO MOUNTAIN, Dec. 14.—Regu- 
lar Correspondence.) A distinguished 
company gathered at Altadena this 
morning and filled three Mount Lowe 
Railway cars. After registering at 
Echo Mountain and casting a glance 
over the landseape the company board- 
ed the cars for the Alpine divison, and 
sped along the mountain-side, into the 
heart of pine forest at the base of 
Mount Lowe, between the summits of 
the Sierra Madre.

NEW DISCOVERY OF HOT WATER 
AT HARLEM SPRINGS. 


It is of a Materially Higher Tem- 
pérature Than that of Any of 
the Springs Formerly in Use. 
Raphael Contres Released from 
Custody. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Dec. 14.~(Regu- 
lar Correspondence.) The workmen at 
Harlem Springs uncovered several new 
springs yesterday, in all of which the 
temperature of the water rises to from 
118 to 140 deg. Fahr. The warmest 
springs formerly in use furnished noth- 
ing warmer than 114 deg. Fahr. 

The new strike was made just west 
of the small hot-bath house, and north 
of the main building. Workmen were 
excavating for a new hot-bath house, it 
being the intention to remove the one 
now in use further to the west, and 


‘lower it into the ground until the level 


of the hot water is reached. 

Several tests of the new springs were 
made. Among others eggs were low- 
ered some distance, and were hard in 
five minutes. The water thus furnished 
for the use in the new hot baths which 
are to be built, will add materially to 
the attractions atthe springs. Here 
is water really too hot for use, and 
seemingly in inexhaustible quantities. 

The new proprietors have a carload 
of porcelain bathtubs now on the road, 
and when these arrive, they will be 
set immersed in a hot bath, that is, 
with hot water flowing tn about them 
all the time, and by this means the 
re will always be warmed, and easily 


ed.

Electroplating Ships—The Vital Im- 
portance of Car Braking—Twen- 
tieth Century Telegraphy—P. B. 
Delany’s Proposed System. 


(CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, Dec. 9, 1895.—The'‘sys- 
tem recently proposed by P. B. Delany 
for quickening the inter ication 
of business messages between cities 
by the substitution of cheap telegrams, 
which would'be answered in a few 
hours, for the present mail system has 
caused much uneasiness to some.of the 
existing telegraph companies, who are 
quite satisfied with the plant that they 
have established at the cost of much 
time, trouble and money. One of the 
officials of the Western Union says 
that Delany’s method of transmission 
is to fast for him, and he wouldn't 
know what to do with it if he had it. 
An electrical journal, by way of com- 
ment on this assertion, says: “How a 
telegraph service can be too speedy, is 
mot quite clear; but ome of these days 
the fact will dawn on some people that 
the telegraph can be too slow.” That 
this remark is justified is seen in the 
figures recently published on the ex- 
traordinary extent to which improved 
telephone service is eating into the 
profits of the telegraph companies. 


office a few years ago. Every such let- 
ter is an evidence that the writer is 
willing to pay 10 cents in order to ex- 
pedite the delivery of his letter halfan 
hour. If these letters could be _tele- 
graphed for, say, 15 cents, or 3 cents 
more than the ordinary and extra post- 
age, there can be little doubt that 
nearly all would go that way. Already 
Italy is about to make the experiment 
of 5-cent telegrams. It seems inevita- 
ble that sooner or later, in this coun- 
try, the government will use the tele- 
graph, either in a monopolistic or a 
competitive way. It cannot go on re- 
stricting the postal service to hauling 
of actual paper by rail. Among other 
of its beneficent aims, its mission is to 
place its people in communication by 
the quickest means at the lowest cost, 
and for this purpose an up-to-date tel- 
egraph will answer.

to investigate it. It soon developed a 
number of bad traits. Its liability to 
suddenly and unexpectedly explode, 
and the extreme danger of a very small 
leak—a very dilute mixture will sup- 
port combustion—were two of the many 
undesirable characteristics. e result 
of this investigation was the inference 
that it would be a close race as to 
whether a small leak would blow a 
man up before it killed him, or kill 
him before it blew him up. Its cost, 
however, seems to be the main diffi- 
culty, for if it could be made cheaply 
enough, ways and means might be 
found of overcoming the other de- 
fects. The correspondent states that 
at the time of his experiments, the 
lowest cost of the production of cal- 
cium carbide was 50 cents a pound. As 
a pound gave only five cubic feet of 
gas, it will be seen that the gas costs 
$100 per 1000 cubic feet. If mixed with 
an equal quantity of another. gas, so 
as to reduce it for burning, it would 
still cost $50 per 1000 feet. Improved 
processes of manufacture may possi- 
bly reduce this cost, but it will have 
to be sold at a profit for considerably 
less than 1 cent a pound before it can 
compete with present methods of light- 
ing. The competition of the Welsbach 
gas burner seems to cause the electric- 
light men no further disquiet. ~ They 
have come to the conclusion that they 
have only to rest and wait, and the 
Weisbach light will speak for itself— 
and for them.
